The Revival of the Roman Empire 


66 must be ready, at a given 
moment to mobilize five mil- 
lion men, and be able to arm them. 
Then, tomorrow, between 1935 
and 1940, we shall be at.a point 
which I would call crucial for 
European history.” 


In May 1927, Mussolini uttered these 
significant words during the course of 
an address delivered before a cheering 
throng of his countrymen. 


One thought is uppermost in the 
mind of the Italian Dictator; in fact it 
has become an obsession with him, 
namely, the revival of the old Roman 
Empire. He is determined to let noth- 
ing keep him from realizing this am- 
bition. It has me the consuming 
passion of his soul. 


He thinks of himself as a man of des- 
tiny, a modern Julius Caesar, whose su- 
preme mission in life is to perform this 
task. Concerning Caesar, Mussolini 
says he was “the greatest man that 
ever lived.” . 


Current Opinion 


Speaking on behalf of Ethiopia before 
the council of the League of Nations 
last month, Professor Gaston Jeze ridi- 
culed the Fascist conception of the “Su- 
pernatural Mission for Eternal Rome” 
and scathingly declared that Mussolini 
plans to master the Ethiopians for the 
purpose of later training and hurling 
them inst the nations of Europe in a 
final Armageddon which would make 
himself emperor of the world. 


In 1933, Emil Ludwig asked the Ital- 
ian Superman this question: “If you 
really believe what you say, why don’t 
you found ages gl Napoleon tried to 
do so and so did Briand. Mussolini as 
the founder of Europe! You might be- 
come the leading figure of the twen- 
tieth century!” 

To which Mussolini replied: “True, I 
am nearer to this than I was five years

The Jewess, Margherita Sarfatti, 
who has labored at Mussolini’s side for 
more than a score of years, declares: 
“He is a Roman from top to toe and to 
the marrow of his bones. From his 
earliest childhood the story of Rome, 
with its myths and legends, has fascin- 
ated him.” 


In restoring the old Roman salute,

which is the arm raised and extended 
straight from shoulder, he said: “We 
have done away with hand-shaking. 
The Roman greeting is more hygienic, 
more tasteful, and wastes less time.” 


His official emblem, consisting of an 
axe with a bundle of sticks, is a symbol 
of authority revived from the da 
when Rome ruled the world. It is the 
same insignia that now appears on the 
tail side of the new American dime. 


Rising suddenly to power the night 
of October 27, 1922 when he directed 
his famous “March on the City of 
Rome”, the latest whim of Mussolini 


hour has held the spotlight of public 
acclaim. 


From that day until the present time, 
I have nay neg discussed him as a 
dramatic figure destined to play an im- 
portant part in the fulfillment of Bible 
prophecy as we approach the closing 
days of this age. 


Fierce Control of Men 


Men and women are as pawns in the. 
hands of this modern war lord. He 
once said his father was a blacksmith 
and bent iron, but that his task was 
more difficult because he was required 
to bend souls. 


“Human beings, the materials upon 
which the statesman works, are living 
matter”, says Mussolini. “That is why 
he is engaged upon a task very differ- 
ent from that of the sculptor, who 
works in marble or in bronze. My ma- 
terial is changeable, complex, subject to 
the influence of the dead and also to the 
influence of women. The whole sub- 
stance is so plastic that inevitably the 
consequences of action will differ at 
— from what the doer had expect- 
ed,

the sacredness of human family.” 


As for the opposite sex, Mussolini de- 
clares: “Women exert no influence up- 
on strong men.” 


This statement, together with the 
monkish life which the Dictator lives 
reminds us of Daniel’s description of 
the Antichrist: “Neither shall he regard 
the God of his fathers, nor the desire of 
women.” 


Equally interesting is the quotation 
from the “Protocols of the Wise Men of 
Zion” describing the coming World 
Ruler who is expected to set upon a sys- 
tem of the world-wide Jewish goveri- 
ment: “The King of the Jews must not 
be at the mercy of his passions, and 
especially of sensuality: on no side of 
his character must he give brute in- 
stincts power over his mind. Sensuali- 
ty worse than all else diso ises the 
capacities of the mind and clearness of 
views, distracting the thoughts to the 
worst and most brutal side of human 
activities. The person of the Supreme 
Lord of the World must sacrifice, to 
his people, all personal inclinations.” 


The Protocols are mysterious docu- 
ments prepared ostensibly by the sin- 
ister hierarchy of international, occult 
Jews who, from all indications, are 
working behind the scenes to create a 
world-wide government which will re- 
semble in many ways both Fascism and 


Communism. 


While in Europe this Sy =. it came te 
me that Mussolini is of Jewish origin. 
That he is surrounded by a circle of oc- 
cult Jews, and has access to the various 
arteries of international Jewish finance, 
is well known. 


I predict that some day the world 
will learn that both Fascism and Com- 
munism are the products of perverted 
Jewish intellectualism. 


Guided by Unseen Powers 


In announcing the coming of Anti- 
christ, Paul says: “Let no man deceive 
you by any means: for that day shall 
not come, except there come a falling 
away first, and that man of sin be re- 
vealed, the son of perdition; Who 
poseth and exalteth himself above 
that is called God, or that is wor- 
shipped; so that he as God sitteth in the 
temple of God, shewing himself that he 
is God. And then shall that Wicked be 
revealed, whom the Lord shall consume 
with the spirit of his mouth, and 
destroy with the brightness of his com- 
ing: Even him, whose coming is after

the working of Satan with all power 
and signs and lying wonders.” 


From boyhood days, Mussolini has 
been guided by the action of unseen 
forces upon his personality. He is 
known to be an occultist who relies up- 
on black magic as the secret of his 
strength. To use the language of Paul, 
we may say he is under the influence of 
“seducing spirits”. 


In the introduction of Emil Ludwig’s 
book, “Talks With Mussolini”, the fol- 
lowing statement catches the eye: “He 
had been a disciple of Nietzsche, had 
been an anarchist and a revolutionist. 
WOULD HIS DEMON CONTINUE TO 
IMPEL HIM ALONG THE PATH EN- 
TERED IN YOUTH? On the other 
hand, having risen to power, would it 
be his main object to consolidate that 
power for personal ends?” 


Ludwig reproduces the following con- 
versation with the Dictator: “I suppose, 
then, that you are both led and dis- 
turbed by premonitions”. “Yes, led— 
and troubled as well. They are sub- 
conscious in origin, these feelings, both 
bodily and mental. The March on 
Rome was unquestionably an inspira- 
tion of that sort.... 


“On October 31, 1926, when I was in 
Bologna, the spiritual atmosphere 
seemed to me _ so _ oppressive that 
throughout the day I was anticipating 
disaster. In the evening there was an 
attempt on my life. ... I am a thor- 
oughgoing fatalist.” 

Declaring himself to be superstitious, 
Mussolini once had a mummy removed 
from his office when an acquaintance 
died. The mummy had been presented 
to him by admirers from Egypt. He 
regarded the death of his friend as an 
act of revenge taken by “unseen pow- 
ers” who were angry because he har- 
bored the mummy on his premises. 


Astrology and magic invariably go 
together. Mussolini is an astrologer. 
He is well acquainted with his hor- 
oscope and therefore thinks he knows 
the days on which he should perform 
certain tasks, in order to be guided by 
what he regards as the proper conjunc- 
tion of the planets. 

He discusses the date of his birth, 
July 29, 1883 as follows: “I was born 
on a Sunday, at two o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon...the sun had entered within 
the constellation of Leo eight days be- 
fore.” 

Rest assured that his decision to ex- 

lode civilization by hurling the nations 
into the inferno of another world war, 
is based — his interpretation of the 
astrological, occult and magical scienc- 
es. HE IS A BLACK MAGICIAN! 
This fact reveals the secret of his pow- 
er. He is, beyond doubt, in league with 
Satan! 
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Referring to his young manhood, 
Sarfatti says: “All along, the youth’s 
future fate seemed at hand to guide 
him.” 


A Shooting Star 


Many do not know that as a boy in 
his teens, Mussolini took up Spiritual- 
ism and was tutored by a witch called 
“Old Giovanna.” 


His biographer says: “Benito was in 
constant attendance on Old Giovanna, 
whose strange imperious ways had a 
fascination for him, not wholly devoid, 
perhaps of alarm. Even today Mus- 
solini has strange things to say about 
the moon, the influence of its cold light 
upon men and affairs and the danger 
of letting its rays shine on your face 
when you are sleeping; and he is an 
adept in interpreting dreams and omens 
and in telling fortunes by cards. He 
can explain too why oxen allow them- 
selves to be led by women and why the 
front paws of a hare are so short, and 
can throw light upon many other such 
mysteries. ‘My blood tells me’, ‘I must 
listen to my blood’, are phrases some- 
times used by this statesman-gladiator, 
so rational normally in coping with the 
urgent questions which confront him. 
‘It is no good!’ he will add: ‘I am like 
the animals. I feel when things are 
going to happen—some instinct warns 
me and I am obliged to follow it’.” 


Back in 1921, Mussolini startled the 
world with this announcement: “I 
WOULD ENTER INTO ALLIANCE 
AT THIS MOMENT WITH THE DEV- 
IL HIMSELF, WITH ANTICHRIST, 
IF THAT WOULD GIVE THIS POOR 
COUNTRY FIVE YEARS OF TRAN- 
QUILLITY, OF RESTORATION, OF 
PEACE.” 


Have you ever known of another man 
in public life making this kind of a 


~ statement? 


The world started reckoning time, 
nineteen hundred years ago, with the 
birth of Christ. 


Mussolini began reckoning time, thir- 
teen years ago, with the birth of 
Rome’s Fascist government. 


He dates his letters accordingly and 
conducts all official business in the 
same manner. Unwilling to grant 
Christ the honor of starting the present 
era, he has arranged his own calendar. 


Italians enjoy calling attention to the 
epoch-making pronouncement which he 
made on the first New Year’s day of 
Fascism in 1928 when an immense 
shooting-star, almost comet-like, sud- 
denly shot across the heavens at dusk, 
thus illuminating the skies above Mus- 
solini’s head as he traveled along 
Rome’s historic Appian Way. His fol- 
lowers attach importance to this as be- 
ing a supernatural event. 


Remodeling Europe 


In defending his right to tear north- 
ern Africa to shreds, the Dictator re- 
cently warned all other nations to keep 
out of the fray, because any attempt at 
interference would result in a “remod- 
eled Europe”. 


Instead of small losses in Africa for 
Italy and Ethiopia, intervention on the 
part of other European powers will re- 
sult in “millions dead”, he claims. “I 
cannot understand people who want to 
burn a village because one house is 
afire.’ He says, when the next war 


comes it will “drain all the blood from 
Europe”. 


Italian newspapers, all of which exist 
under rigid dictatorship, are now de- 
manding that England withdraw from 
Egypt. It is well known that Mussolini 
is more interested in Egypt than Ethi- 
opia. 


Wynant D. Hubbard, the well known 
explorer, said in a recent article which 
appeared in all Hearst newspapers: “I 
can see the former Roman ican Em- 
pire coming into shape. What could 
offer a greater basis for enthusiasm for 
carrying a nation to great patriotic 
heights than the picture, dream, call it 
what you will, of re-establishing the 
great ancient Roman Empire.” 


Early Roman Empire 


At the dawn of the third century B. 
C. the Romans were in control of the 
territory known today as Italy. 


The Carthagians, with their capital 
across the Mediterranean in Carthage, 
were the masters of northern Africa. 


_ Sicily belonged to Carthage at that 
time. In the year 241 B. C. the Rom- 
ans subdued this Island and began 
their great, crushing program of ex- 
pansion which was to result eventuall 
In acquiring world dominion. 
seeing Greek orator asked at the time: 
“Think you that Carthage or that Rome 
will be content after the victory, with 
its own country and Sicily?” 


Following the loss of Sicily, the Car- 
thagians extended their dominions into 
Spain and launched an attack against 
Rome from the north, This attempt 
proved futile and Spain was soon an- 
nexed as a Roman province. Thus, the 
borders of the entire western Mediter- 
— came under the supremacy of 

ome. 


Carthage was razed to the ground a 
short time later, and all of northern 
ra ys was brought under Roman juris- 

iction. 


Then the Empire began to push east- 
ward. The Grecian kingdom fell with 
a crash under the driving attacks of 
Rome’s iron — The eastern bor- 
ders of the Mediterranean, as far north 
as Macedonia and down into Asia Min- 
or, all became Roman possessions, 


By this time, the Mediterranean Sea 
had become a Roman lake. 


Greatly to the distress of England, 
Mussolini is today claiming this body 
of water as “Our Nea 

Because England’s possessions are 
secure only to the degree that she dom- 
inates the Mediterranean, she has for 
years guarded Gibraltar at one end and 
the Suez Canal at the other. Musso- 
lini’s opposition to English control has 
become pronounced, and his military

Such was the strength of ancient 
Rome that it has continued to exist, as 
an intangible but active force, during 
these intervening centuries since its 
physical structure was destroyed.

as late as the year 800 A. D. we find it 
selecting King Charlemagne as soy- 
ereign. 


Even down until the World War, the 
Holy Roman Empire survived as a po- 
litical and religious force, with its seat 
of government in Austria-Hungary. 


In other words, the legs of Nebuchad- 
nezzar’s image have stretched*through 
the centuries, down to modern times. 
Therefore, the coming <confederacy of 
ten European states will not be the 
creation of a new empire; it will be, as

The split came 
in the year 364 A. D. when Valentinian 
was emperor.

~in the city of Rome and the seat of the 


Eastern ” ligase was set up in Con- 
stantinople. 

But when the Empire is revived, dur- 
ing the closing period of this age, it 
will be further divided into ten parts, 
corresponding to the ten toes on the 
feet of the image. 

In Daniel, the second chapter, Nebu- 
chadnezzar saw the world empires as a 
man. In the seventh chapter, Daniel 
saw them as beasts. 

Four beasts are described: (1) a lion 
with eagle’s wings—Babylon, (2) a 
bear—Medo-Persia, (3) a leopard with 
four wings of a foul—the Grecian Em- 

ire, and (4) an unnamed Beast— 

me. 

The fourth beast had ten horns, and

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these correspond to the ten toes of the 
image. Then a “little horn”’—Anti- 
christ, appeared among the ten. 


The next verse, Daniel 7:9, describes 
the second coming of Christ, at which 
time the resuscitated fourth beast will 
be destroyed. 


It is remarkable that these passages 


harmonize exactly with the thirteenth . 


and seventeenth chapters of Revelation 
where John describes the arrival of ten 
kings out of the old Roman Empire. 


Some Bible teachers have made fu- 
tile efforts to show that the Germanic 
tribes which conquered Western Rome, 
fulfilled the prophecy of the ten divi- 
sions at that time. T'o try to group the 
tribes so as to make ten out of them 
is not impossible, for the reason that 
there were a total of eighteen all to- 
gether. 


At no time were there exactly ten 
divisions among the Germanic tribes; 
there were eighteen. 


Moreover, the tribes were NOT de- 
stroyed by the return of Christ, as is 
predicted to be the case with the ten 
in both Daniel and Revelaticn. 


No, the ten “kings”, to be ruled by 
Antichrist, are not past—THEY ARE 
FUTURE! 


The Western Empire was conquered 
in the year 476. The Eastern division 
was not overthrown by the Moham- 
medans until 1458. 


Geographical Revival 


We have seen that when the Empire 
was at its zenith it completely sur- 
rounded the Mediterranean Sea. It 
stretched as far north as England but 
did not include Ireland and Scotland. 


Spain, France, and central Europe to 
the Rhine and Danube rivers, were 
within its boundaries. It embraced the 
territory known as modern Czechoslo- 
vakia, all the Balkan countries and 
Greece, Asia-Minor, Palestine, Syria 
and the entire rim of northern Africa 
including Egypt, Libya, Algeria and 
Morocco. 


While actual Roman citizens did not 
populate the entire earth, yet the whole 
world was potentially under the dom- 
inance ef the Romans. The civilized 
nations, existing at that time, were ac- 
tually controlled by the Roman govern- 
ment. These are important facts to 
keep in mind as we consider the proph- 
ecies that relate to the revival of the 
Empire. 


IT APPEARS TO ME THAT ANY 
FORECAST OF THE EXACT DIMEN- 
SIONS OF REVIVED ROME MUST 
OF NECESSITY BE MORE OR LESS 
CONJECTURAL, EXCEPT TO SAY 
THAT IT WILL BE THE MOST POW- 
ERFUL POLITICAL, ECONOMIC 
AND RELIGIOUS FORCE IN THE 
WORLD. 


Its exact geographical proportions re- 
main to be len out. But of this we 
may be certain—the map of Europe 18 
soon to be rewritten. 

It is to be questioned if the area of 
the ten toes will conform exactly to the 

graphical outline of ancient Rome. 

e identity of the resuscitated Empire 
transcends the importance of its geo- 


graphical boundaries. The life and 
spirit of the fourth beast,. rather than 


its physical appearance, reveals the true 
character of this political monstrosity 
of the age-end. 

For instance: in Germany today, we 


observe the spirit of old Rome on a 
large and grand scale. The government 


is Fascist; the Roman salute is seen on 


every hand. Yet, only a small part of 
southern Germany was ever identified 
with the ancient Empire. 


In his most recent speech, Adolf Hit- 
ler said to a large crowd of soldiers: 
“Our discipline is worth more than so- 
called democracies. Germany wants to 
rank first in the concert of big powers. 
You are the guarantors that such an 
aim will be achieved. I want you as 
slim as tigers, fast as greyhounds, hard 
as stone.” 


Such utterances would seem to indi- 
cate that modern Germany has caught 
the spirit of ancient Rome. 


I do not wish to say that the exact 
geographical outline of old Rome will 
not be carved out of modern Europe 
and Africa. This may take place. But 
it is my present understanding that 
such is not an absolute prophetic neces- 
sity. 

Since Rome was an evolution out of 
the three Gentile powers that preceded 
it, there is a possibility that the re- 
vived Empire could be expected to em- 
brace the territory ruled by Babylon, 
Medo-Persia and Greece. 


There is a suggestion of this in the 
fact that the Beast of the endtime which 
comes “out of the sea”, according to 
Revelation 13:2, possesses the features 
of the beasts of Daniel which represent- 
ed Babylon, Medo-Persia and Greece— 
the lion, leopard and bear. 

And it must not be overlooked that 
before Armageddon becomes history, 
the authority of the Antichrist will be 
world-wide. “And power was given 
him over all kindreds, and tongues and 
nations.” 


But certainly the “ten kings” will at 
no time rule over less territory than 
ms covered by Rome at the time of 

rist. 


Genius in Oratory 

Now let us consider some of the per- 
sonal characteristics of the Antichrist, 
as given in the prophecies. 

In Daniel 7:20 we read that he will be 
a master at swaying vast audiences. 
He will be an oratorical genius. “Even 
of that horn that had eyes, and A 
MOUTH THAT SPAKE VERY GREAT 
THINGS, whose look was more stout 
than his fellows.” 


Revelation 13:2 says he will have 


“the mouth of a lion”. The voice of 
the lion excels that of all other beasts. 


People were “astonished” at the 
words which Christ spoke. In like 
manner, the world will be held speil- 
—— by the utterances of the Man of 

in. “i 

It is a fact that Europe’s dictators 
have literally talked their way to pow- 
er. Mussolini and Hitler are particu- 
larly famous for their oratory. It is 
not an unusual thing for these men to 
address audiences of one hundred thou- 
sand persons, by means of loud-speak- 
ers. Imagine how they must feel 
standing before acres and acres of hum- 
an beings, saturating the minds of mil- 
lions with their ideas! 


Mussolini says: “For me the masses 
are nothing but a herd of sheep. All 
that I deny is that they are capable of 
ruling themselves. But if you would 
lead them, you must guide them by the 
two reins, enthusiasm and interest... 

“When the masses are like wax in 
my hands, when I stir their faith, I feel 
myself to be a part of them. All the 
same, there persists in me a certain 
feeling of aversion, like that which the 
modeller feels for the clay he is mould- 
ing. Does not the sculptor sometimes 
smash his block of marble into frag- 
ments because he cannot shape it to 
represent the vision he has conceived? 
Now and then this crude matter rebels 
against the creator! Everything turns 
upon one’s ability to control the masses 
like an artist. ... 

“For the ruler the power of the writ- 
ten or spoken word is of inestimable 
value. Dante is great because he un- 
derstood that words are living things.” 


“Fierce Countenance” 

In the passage quoted above, Daniel 
describes the expression on Antichrist’s 
face as being “more stout than his fel- 
lows.” 

It is signifjcant that Mussolini’s 
countenance should be a subject of dis- 
cussion everywhere. Books have writ- 
ten about the penetrating glare, the 
terrific stare, stamped on his facial 
features. Demon power expresses it- 
self more readily through the eyes than 
any other part of the body. If eyes 
are the windows of the soul, what must 
be the condition of Mussolini’s spiritual 
nature? 

Daniel also speaks of Antichrist as 
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1935. 
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being “a king of fierce countenance.” 

A Military Genius 

The Beast will be endowed with the 
most amazing ability to precipitate and 
direct wars. 

Daniel announces that “he shall de- 
stroy wonderfully”. No opposing army 
will be able to interfere with his pur- 


‘poses. Revelation 6:2, “He went forth 


conquering, and to conquer”. 


Revelation 13:4, “Who is like unto 
the Beast? Who is able to make war 
with him?” Isaiah predicts that he 
will “shake kingdoms” and “make the 
earth to tremble”. 


Antichrist will be the world’s great- 
est war lord because Satan will com- 
municate to him a knowledge of na- 
ture’s secrets. He will be able to de- 


’ vise all kinds of mysterious and electri- 


cal inventions, with which he will lash 
the nations into subjection. “And he 
doeth great wonders, so that he maketh 
fire come down from heaven on the 
earth in the sight of men.” 


The Greek word behind “fire,” in the 


above quotation, means a supernatural 
energy in the form of lightning. In 
other words, it is probable that what 
John saw was a modern Death Ray of 
tremendous and far reaching power, un- 
like anything possessed by the other 


‘nations of the world. If it is true that 


Mussolini, Marconi and other electrical 
wizards in Italy have ferreted out a su- 
perhuman ray, as now rumored, it is 
not difficult to understand why the Dic- 
tator should be so self-confident and 
braggadocio in defying the nations of 
Europe. 

I recall reading an article some time 
ago circulated by an American newspa- 
per syndicate in which Mussolini said 


that some day he would possess a ray 
owerful enough to flash across the At- 
antic Ocean. 


It must be said to his credit, that he 
is an honest rattle snake. He has been 
rattling the rattles of war ever since he 
came into power, telling the nations 
openly and defiantly what he was go- 
ing to do when the time came to strike. 
Not until the last three months have 
his threats been taken seriously. It 
may be too late to check him! For 
the last thirteen years, he has been 
preparing for the present holocaust. 


In 1933, Ludwig asked him this ques- 
tion: “Of what incident in your career 
are you proud?” “That I was a good 
soldier,” he replied unhesitatingly. “I 
mean by this that I showed fortitude 
and energy. Only when possessed of 
those qualities can a man stand gun 
fire.” 

The End 


The actual tribulation period to be 
precipitated by the Antichrist will last 
only three and one-half years. This 
allotted period of time is clearly de- 
scribed in both Daniel and the Revela- 
tion.

In the book of Ezekiel he is the 
“Profane and Wicked Prince of Israel.” 

Many and vivid are the titles given 
him in Daniel: “Little Horn”, “King of 
Fierce Countenance”, “Abomination of 
Desolation”, “the Prince that shall 
come”, “a Vile Person” and “Wilful 
King”. 

Hosea calls Antichrist the “King 
of Princes” while Joel declares that he 
“magnified himself to do great things.” 


Amos terms him the “Adversary”. In 
the book of Habakkuk he is “the Proud 
Man”, Zechariah makes mention of him 
as “the Idol Shepherd of Israel.” 

Jesus said he would come in “his own 
name” and in a parable designates him 
as the “Unclean Spirit.” 

Paul gives a complete delineation of 
his personal characteristics: “Man of 
Sin”, “Mystery of Iniquity”, “Lawless 
One”, “Son of Perdition” whose com- 
ing is “after the working of Satan with 
all power and signs and lying won- 
ders.” 

John gives him his true title “Anti- 
christ” and calls him a “Liar”. 

In the book of Revelation he is de- 
scribed as the “Angel of the Bottom- 
less Pit,” “Vine of the Earth” and the 
“First Beast’. 

The Apocrypha of the New Testa- 
ment mentions him as “the Antichrist”. 

The foregoing references are but a 
few of the scores which apply to this 
wicked and colossal personality.

A Counterfeiter

Ethiopia In The Bible

JUTHIOPIA, or Cush, is a Bible 

land of somewhat obscure but 
interesting proportions. It was 
never on any of the main high- 
ways, but is among the most an- 
cient nations of historical and eth- 
nic mention. 


Whether in ancient times it was 
wholly located in Africa or crossed the 
Red Sea and embraced the southwest 
corner of Arabia is a question that 
cannot be answered with any degree of 
certainty. The Queen of Sheba, who 
visited Solomon is supposed to have 
had her domain in Arabia, but the 
present king of Ethiopia, the Lion of 
Judah, claims direct descent from 
Solomon and this Queen. 


If Sheba was in Arabia, then Seba 
was in Africa, just across the Red Sea 
from Sheba. Psalms 72:10 says: “The 
kings of Sheba and Seba shall offer 
gifts.” And Isaiah says: “I gave 
Egypt for thy ransom, Ethiopia and 
Seba fé+ thee.” The Psalmist associ- 
ates Sheba with Seba, and Isaiah as- 
sociates Seba with Ethiopia. 


Thus Sheba must have been located 
close to Arabia and to Ethiopia also. 
But in the Bible, Ethiopia is generally 
associated with Egypt. It is at times 
subject to Egyptian monarchies, and 
again Egypt is ruled by Ethiopian 
kings, and queens. It is interesting to 
note the queens who were prominent 
rulers of this country mentioned in the 
Bible. 

The first mention of Cush or Ethi- 
opia is found in Genesis 2:18 where 
the garden of Eden is described and 
located. This must have been a mighty 
garden reaching from the Tigris and 
Euphrates on the east, to the Nile on 


the west. I wonder if the great 
Arabian desert was once that very 
fertile garden? May that not be the 
location of the New Jerusalem which 
will come down from the heavens after 
the millennium? 


I. Ethiopia was always a Border 
Country. 


This country was never the center of 
things, but on the fringe of civiliza- 
tion and the enterprises it participated 
in, from historic view points. “Beyond 
the rivers of Ethiopia” was the end of 
the old flat world or the great un- 
known, which inspired fear in brave 
but ignorant hearts. Yet its peoples 
were to have a part in human progress 
and were given considerable prophetic 
attention. 


Their association with Egypt and 
Arabia ties together two widely differ- 
ent types of peoples and historic lines 
of action. It was on the borderland of 
each, and these two diverging national 
ideals left lasting impressions on 
Ethiopian development. 


II. David had a Very Loyal Ethiopian 
Soldier. 


On the death of Absalom, who had 
rebelled against his father David, 
Joab, David’s general, must inform his 
master of the tragedy. Ahimaaz, an 
enthusiastic and loyal friend of the 
king, requested that he might be the 
messenger with this tiding of the king. 
(II Samuel 18:19-82) But Joab knew 
he was uninformed and also a poor 
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messenger. He declined to send him. 
Then Joab deliberately chose a Cushite 
(Ethiopian) to render this service. 


After the Cushite started, Ahimaaz’s 
pleading with Joab secured him the 
right to run after the Cushite, also 
with tidings for the king. Ahimaaz’s 
enthusiasm Jed him to outrun the 
Cushite. But when he got there he was 
frustrated. He did not know what to 
say. Then the Cushite came with the 
news. He was a trained, courteous, 
loyal, accurate messenger. He had a 
message and knew how to deliver it. 
This Ethiopian was a qualified and 
worthy servant. Joab knew how to 
choose the right person. 
WI—Tirhakah’s Interruption of Sen- 
nacherib’s Invasion of Judah. (Cl 
Kings 1928-13) 

In the days of Hezekiah the king of 
Judah, Sennacherib, king of Assyria, 
came against them to subdue them, as 
Shalmaneser had come against and 
taken Israel in the days of King 
Hoshea. Sennacherib spoke blatant 
blasphemy against Jehovah, the God of 
Hezekiah and ridiculed Him before the 
people of Judah. So God stirred up 
Tirhakah, an Ethiopian, against this 
Assyrian blasphemer and drew away 
the armies of Assyria from Jerusalem. 


They, however, defeated Tirhakah 
the Ethiopian and then returned to 
Jerusalem. But during this time King 
Hezekiah and his people had prayed 
to Jehovah, their God, and, humbled 
themselves in an acceptabie attitude of 
repentance and consecration. Then 
Sennacherib returned and sent letters 
to Hezekiah, still reviling Jehovah. God 
mysteriously destroyed his army of 
180,000 men in one night and 
Sennacherib left immediately, return- 
ing to Ninevah where he remained un- 
til killed by two of his servants, ane 
Esar-haddon, his son, reigned in his 
stead. 

Probably Tirhakah, the Ethiopian, 
was getting ready to come against 
Hezekiah, and God used Sennacherib 
to destroy him, and then God destroy- 
ed Sennacherib. The Ethiopian armies 
seemed to always meet with defeat 
when they left African soil. 


IV—The Wealth of Ethiopia. 
Whether or not Ophir was in Ethi- 
opia, I cannot say. Indications are that 
it might have been. The gold of Ophir 
and the topaz of Ethiopia were pre- 
cious treasures of those early days. 


Job 28:16-19 would indicate that 
Ophir and Ethiopia were in the class 
of jewel producing nations. Then the 
historic review of Solomon’s navy and 
immediately thereafter the relation of 
the acts of the Queen of Sheba, would 
indicate that Ophir was close to She- 
ba. (I Kings 9:26-10:12). The present 
on between Italy and Ethiopia 
and the Anglo-American concessions 
offered in Ethiopia, again indicate the 
tremendous wealth of this country. 
V—The Significant Prophetic Refer- 
ences. 

What, then, is the place of Ethiopia 
in the future? Does it influence 


prophecy, or does prophecy reveal] its 
destiny? 

I think a careful study of the 
prophetic references, will clearly re- 
veal that Ethiopia has not only an inci- 
dental but important and yeal place in 
forthcoming events. However, 


that 


does not reflect on the im ce of 
the events as prophetic revelations. All 
prophetic events are important, but 
nations and _ individuals connected 
therewith may be either vital or inci- 
dental as their influence is estimated 
by God. Ethiopia is a border country, 
both geographically and prophetically. 

1. Prophetic indications that Ethi- 
opia, both nationally and individually, 
is a nation of secondary importance. 
Amos, in belittling the Israelites, said: 
“Are ye not as children of the Ethi- 
opians unto me, O children of Israel?” 
And when Jeremiah refers to them as 
wishing to be something else than what 
they are, asks the scathing question: 
“Can the Ethiopian change his skin?” 
He thus indicates their uninfluential 
place in historic greatness. Ezekiel 
speaks of Egypt extending to the 
“border of Ethiopia”. 

A close reading of many other 
passages reveal the same thing, plac- 
ing Ethiopia as an incidental nation 
and people, but touching some of the 
mightiest of eventualities in prophetic 
writ. 

2. Prophecies tell of punishment to 
Ethiopia, but not national disintegra- 
tion. Zephaniah 2:12 tells us that the 
Lord said to Ethiopia: “Ye Ethiopians 
also, ye shall be slain by my sword.” 
Isaiah 20:3-5 prophesies that Sargon, 
king of Assyria, shall carry off many 
captives from Egypt and Ethiopia in 
whom the Jews had trusted for 
security against Assyria. In speaking 
of the conquest of Egypt by the King 
of the North, during the end-time of 
this age, Ethiopia is said to “be at his 
steps”. (Daniel 11:45). 


Ezekiel 30:1-9 presents a_ specific 
picture, stating that the sword shall 
come upon Egypt from Migdol to 
Syene, and “great pain shall be in 
Ethiopia, when the sword shall come 
upon Egypt”. But these conquests 
shall not be carried into the land of 
Ethiopia. 

8. Ethiopia’s merchandise, both her 
wealth and her worry. Isaiah 45:14 
says: “And the merchandise of Ethi- 
opia... sitall come over unto thee, and 
they shall be thine.” From the earliest 
times this was a nation of industry 
and wealth. Its inaccessibility pro-

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tected it from invasion, but its wealth 
of gold and jewels and other valuable 
merchandise has been recognized 
throughout the centuries. 


4. Great and loyal Ethiopian 
characters. (II Samuel 18:21-23; 
Jeremiah /38:7-12; 39:16-18; Acts 8: 
27). Three great Ethiopian characters 
ure given lasting notice in the Scrip- 
tures, because of worthy traits of 
character. The Cushite messenger that 
Joab dispatched to David behaved him- 
self with credit and honor. Ebed- 
melech the staunch friend of Jeremiah, 
was used of God to save his life when 
in the dreadful dungeon. For this God 
acknowledged Ebed-melech’s service 
and gave him special protection in the 
days of warfare and the defeat of his 
friends that were punished for their 
sins. 

Then, that New Testament char- 
acter, the Ethiopian Eunuch, who was 
led to the Lord by the fine ministry of 
Philip the evangelist, was a man of 
faith in God and a power among his 
own people. Ethiopia’s roll of heroes 
is creditable, especially when you re- 
call the great distance the country was 
from the land of Israel in those days of 
slow travel. 


5. Egypt and Ethiopia offered as 
ransoms in the stead of Israel. The 
conquests of Assyria, Babylonia and 
Persia were toward, or through, Israel. 
Israel was always the battleground 
between Asiatic and African supreme 
powers. The Asiatic, and following 
them the European powers, were to 
conquer the African. Palestine was 
their battleground. Cyrus the Persian 
was called the servant of God. Would 
they erush Israel? That was the im- 
portant question with God. Then He 
told His people He would make Egypt 
and Ethiopia the ransom price for 
Israel’s freedom. 


Moffatt translates Isaiah 43:3 with 
more clearness than any of the 
versions that have come to my notice. 
He says it reads: “I will sacrifice 
Egypt for you, Ethiopia and Sabaea 
for your sake.” Every ransom nation 
including Ethiopia will be gloriously 
rewarded by our just and loving Savior 
and Lord. And that reward is present- 
ed to us in the next poetic-prophetic 
vision given by the glorious Psalmists 
of Israel. They sing the praises of 
these ransom nations and the rewards 
that result from their having been sub- 
jected to unwillingly playing the sacri- 
ficial role. 


6. Favorable mention of Ethiopia in 
poetic prophecy. The Psalms that men- 
tion Ethiopia are prophetic and {for- 
ward looking in evangelization, ana 
illustrate a universal application of 
the religion of Jehovah to all peoples. 
David in that wonderful 68th Psalm 
says in the 3ist verse: “Ethiopia shall 
soon stretch out her hands unto God.” 
And a Psalm of the sons of Korak (87: 
4) says of Ethiopia: “This man was 
born there.” Ethiopia is shown in 
prophecy to be receptive of Gospel 
privileges. And that has been her his- 
tory. 

McClintook & Strong’s Biblical En- 
cyclopedia says in its article entitled 
“Ethiopia”. “In Psalms 68:31; in 
Isaiah 45:14; and probably in Zephan- 


iah 3:10, the calling of Ethiopia to 
God’s service is foretold. Whether con- 
version to the Law or to Christianity, 
or indeed to both, is intended, it is re- 
markable that, though long deprived of 
its actual geographical contact with the 
Coptic church, of which it was a 
branch, by the falling away of Nubia, 
the Abyssinian Church yet remains, 
and the empire and the kingdom of the 
Shoa are the only Christian sovereign- 
ties in the whole of Africa.” This 
quotation was written in 1894, or forty 
years ago. The present King Haile 
Selassie is known to be a Christian. 


7. The prophecies that apparently re- 
fer to the present crisis. (Isaiah 11:11; 
Ezekiel 38:1-6; Daniel 11:40-45). Three 
prophetic utterances appear to have 
some bearing on the present condition 
and what is about to transpire. 


Isaiah tells us this prophetic utter- 
ance “shall come to pass in that day”. 
His messages in chapters 1 to 39 are 
regarding what “shall come to pass in 
the last days”. (Isaiah 2:2) “In that 
day” is repeated 44 times in these 
chapters, indicating without any possi- 
bility of doubt that his messages relate 
to things transpiring in the latter days, 
(the period immediately preceding the 
second coming of Christ). 


He tells us how that “the root of 
Jesse, that standeth for an ensign of 
the peoples, ynto Him shall the nations 
seek; and His resting-place shall be 
glorious”, and that a remnant of His 
people shall come out of Cush, which 
is Ethiopia. Therefore Ethiopia must 
maintain a national existence to these 
latter days. 


The marvellous message in Daniel 
crowds into a very few sentences the 
consummation of mundane events. He 
foretells the victories of the King of 
the North (Italy) over the King of the 
South (England). This King of the 
North is shown as pushing his con- 
quests down through the land of 
Palestine even into the very heart of 
Egypt. Here he grasps the wealth of 
Egypt and further pushes his con- 
quests to the borders of Ethiopia. But 
he does not enter the Ethiopian 
country. 


Then astounding news reach him of 
things transpiring out of the east and 
out of the north. As Ethiopia is just 
in his grasp, new reverses back behind 
him make further conquest for the 
present impossible and he immediately 


retraces his steps until he reaches ° 
Palestine, where he establishes his 
headquarters close to Jerusalem. In his 
fury he decides to make complete de- 
struction of these intervening enemies. 
Who are they? The tidings out of the 
east, or as Revelation 16:12 says: “The 
kings of the east might be prepared”, 
must refer to the yellow races under 
Japan, probably China and India, with 
their myriads of warriors, overrunning 
the country with their immense num- 
bers; and the establishing of their 
camps to the north and east of 
Jerusalem, probably. Then we learn 
from Ezekiel 30:1-6, that Russia with 
her allies, including Persia, Arabia, and 
Ethiopian soldiers helping, though not 
being a part of their regular armies 
will also have the help of Germany and 
Norway and Sweden, from “the utter- 
most parts of the north”. 


_Thus it appears that four great and 
distinct confederations of nations ‘shall 
face each other around Jerusalem as 
the Dragon, the Beast and the False 
Prophet send forth out of their mouths 
three unclean spirits like frogs, which 
“are spirits of devils, working 
miracles”. Revelation 16:14, They “go 
forth unto the kings of the earth and 
of the whole world, to gather them to 
the battle of that great day of God Al- 
mighty. . .. And he gathered them to- 
gether in a place called in the Hebrew 
tongue Armageddon.” 


As the news out of the east and the 
north was a complete surprise to the 
King of the North, it is manifestly 
true that these coming alliances are 
not at the moment apparent. (After 
writing the above, news reached me 
that Russia had just sold all her sur- 
plus wheat and corn to Italy, thus 
manifesting temporary friendship.) 


The alliances above mentioned are 
secretly formed by the three unclean 
spirits that are sent from the Devil and 
his cohorts. Men cannot know the 
secrets that are entrusted only to the 
spirits of demons. These alliances will 


be complete surprises to the whole 
world. 


Will the approaching warfare lay the 
stage for the battle of Armageddon? 
That I cannot say with a degree of 
certainty. But the present setting is 
more truly akin to that final 
catastrophic calamity than any events 
in history.

MODERN scoffers who disre- 

gard the authority of the 
Scriptures look with magnanimity 
and scorn upon those who are 
pointing to present day prophetic 
developments and events through- 
out the world. 


Yet these very developments prove 
beyond the shadow of a doubt that the 
Word of God is an unmistakable 
guide in these days of uncertainty. Be- 
lievers do well to heed Christ’s ad- 
monition, In Luke 21:28. “And when 
these things begin to come to pass, 


then look up, and lift up your heads; 
for your redemption draweth nigh.” 


The very wave of unbelief which is 
sweeping over the world is a judge- 
ment upon these scoffers who have re- 
jected the truth. Of such it is said: “O 
ye hypocrites, ye can discern the face 
of the sky; but can ye not discern the 
signs of the times?” Matt 16:3. 


Scholastic Doubt is Dangerous 


Without a comprehensive knowledge 
of the historical developments of God’s 
plan of the ages, as well as the doc- 
trinal teachings in regard to the

parusia, it is impossible to understand 
and properly interpret prophecy. As 
knowledge of the sciences requires in- 
tensive study and research; in like 
manner eschatology cannot be under- 
stood without earnest study and 
thought. God’s prophetic Word was not 
written to satisfy the idle curious. To 
the enemies of Christ, God’s purposes 
are hidden. 

His mysteries are to be revealed only 
to those who have been sealed by the 
Holy Spirit, and who are acceptable to 
Him on the day of redemption. The 
ignorant and unsteadfast pervert the 
Prophetic Word unto their own de- 
struction. (II Pet 2:15). Those who 
have followed, “cunningly devised 
fables”, (II Pet 1:16) “revelations” of 
false prophets, and false christs, have 
impaired their own spiritual vision, 
and are pursuing dangerous will 0’ 
the wisps. 

Other unscriptural methods of inter- 
pretation are equally dangerous. “In- 
spirations” and “visions” often lead to 
foolish and disastrous results. The only 
safe and sane method of interpretation 
is that based on the historic develop- 
ments of the past, present and future. 
Types, figures, and prophetic symbols, 
usually represent events. Fulfilled 
prophecies, and those in the process of 
fulfillment can be recognized with 
certainty. 

Final Crisis Approaching 

The earnest student of prophecy 
need not be startled by signs in the 
skies for they have been accurately 
predicted in the Word of God. Such 
signs are to make their appearances 
in the end time. Wars and rumors of 
wars; unrest and tribulation, are but 
omens of the approaching ~+return of 
the Lord Jesus Christ to earth. 

There are many other indications 
that the world is nearing its final cris- 
is. The Jews are gathering in their 
home land. The nations north and 
south of Palestine, are arming for the 
final Armageddon. The Spirit of the 
seven headed Beast of Revelation is 
already casting its shadow upon the 
world. Inspired by the Great Red 
Dragon, it speaks “great things and 
blasphemies”, and makes “war against 
the saints”. In Communism we see be- 
fore us the fulfillment of these words 
of prophecy. No thinking person will 
dispute these facts. 

Recent political and economical 
developments among many nations of 
the world have assumed definite anti- 
christian forms. The “ten horns”, are 
sprouting forth from the heads of the 
monster as “kings, which have received 
no kingdom as yet”. This Scriptural 
statement is an unmistakable descrip- 
tion of the world’s dictators. “The 
little horn”, may soon come forth as a 
unifying factor, which will usher in 
the final drama of the forces of evil, 
and which will reach its climax in the 
Battle of God the Almighty, when the 
Lord Jesus shall appear from heaven 
taking vengeance on these arch rebels. 


“Seducing Spirits” 
The great apostasy from the faith 


of the Gospel which is engulfing the- 


world, is a certain sign of the end 


_. time. ‘The wave of Spiritism which is 


Sweeping over civilization is another 
unmistakable evidence of the wrath. of 
Satan, “because he knoweth that he 
hath but a short time”. Enlightened 


England seems to have taken the lead 
in the entrenchment of Spiritism. The 
United Kingdom has millions of mem- 
bers in Spiritist churches. The city of 
London alone is said to have 50,000 
members. 

The second strongest Spiritist strong- 
hold in Europe is in Spain. Thousands 
of demon possessed persons roam 
about the country; but the percentage 
of the population of Belgium, belong- 
ing to this occult is even greater. The 
reason for this circumstance lies in the 
fact that after the World War, many 
people who had lost their loved ones, 
consulted the Roman Catholic priests 
with a view of establishing contact 
with their beloved fallen heroes. These 
Priests turned to Spiritism for help. 
Many of them have become ardent 
followers of this doctrine of devils. 


The -results have been disastrous. 
Multitudes have become insane. Cases 
of demon possession are frequent. Last 
spring, the writer was privileged to 
hold some evangelistic services in 
Dampray, Belgium. It was very diffi- 
cult to address the audiences use 
of the presence of some twenty devil 
possessed persons, who interrupted the 
meetings with their barks, grunts and 
grimaces. 


It is a well known fact that the 
dictators of the world for the most 
part belong to one occult system or an- 
other. Even The United States has not 
escaped this last assault of the devil 
upon the spiritual nature of mankind. 
Oriental occults, such as are advocated 
by Numerologists, Theosophists, Yogi- 
ists, Astrologists, Spiritists, etc., have 
succeeded in recruiting a big following. 

The Scripture in I Timothy 4:1 is 
being fullfilled. “Now the Spirit 
speaketh expressly, that in the latter 
times some shall depart from the faith, 
giving heed to seducing spirits, and 
doctrines of devils”. 


A Strange Experience 

In the fall of 1934 the writer was in 
a Bible Conference in the city of Port- 
land, Oregon. The meetings were 
crowded, in spite of the rainy weather, 
and large numbers had to be turned 
away. It was a real revival and many 
earnest souls came seeking spiritual 
help. 

One afternoon a man rapped at the 
door of my room in the hotel. I bade 
him enter. I shall never forget his 
distorted face, his bloodshot eyes, and 
his unearthly voice. “Here I am,’ he 
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grunted. The first thought that came 
to me was that he was an esca 
lunatic. I was about to evict him from 
the room by force. However, his man- 
nerism, as well as his voice changed as 
he pled; “Help me, I am _ possessed 
with a demon”. I bade him to sit down. 
He told me the story of his life. 


Many years ago he came in contact 
with people who practiced witchcraft. 
While on a drinking spree one day, he 
cursed God. Since then the devil pur- 
sued him night and day. Twenty-eight 
times he attempted suicide, only to be 
rescued by some friend. He followed 
mining and frequently figured in mine 
disasters, but each time he esca 
serious injury. He had consulted men- 
tal specialists who told him his case 
could not be diagnosed by them and 
— were therefore unable to help 

im. 


A few years ago he contacted the 
“New Issue” tongues people. They 
tried to help him, but were unable to 
be of any assistance. Several other 
sects of religious fanatics were also 
consulted without any beneficial re- 
sults. One day while seeking the gift 
of tongues, a “hot breath” entered into 
him through the mouth. Since then, “a 
demon with eagle talons” had attacked 
him daily by taking hold of him from 
the back. He always was disturbed by 
strange noises at his lodging place. 


Objects in the room moved towards 
him and handfuls of pepper and salt 
were thrown into his eyes. This, he 
said, was the reason why his eyes were 
red and swollen and why the eyelashes 
were missing. He could sleep only on 
rare occasions. While resting on his 
bed the demons would crawl into his

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mouth like so many ants. 

While he related these things to me, 

I suddenly noticed his countenance 
change. “He will not let me tell it”, he 
moaned, as his voice changed and his 
form assumed a crouching position. 
From his mouth came forth two horri- 
ble growls, sounding like the growls of 
an angry tiger. I realized my utter 
helplessness in this situation and call- 
ed upon God in prayer. 
“I knew that “The name of Jehovah 
is a mighty tower, the righteous run- 
neth into it and is safe”. I then turned 
to my Bible, reading, I John 4:2, 
whereupon I stepped over to the af- 
flicted man and demanded of the spirit 
that possessed him to confess that 
“Jesus Christ is come into the flesh”. 
This he refused to do. I commanded 
him to leave in the name of Jesus 
Christ. The demon’s answer was two 
more unearthly growls of protest. But 
the name of Jesus proved too much for 
him to withstand. The man evidently 
was delivered, as his countenance 
changed to normal once more. He went 
his way rejoicing. I saw him again the 
next day in the meeting. He evidently 
has been completely set free. 

I never before realized fully the 
significance of the words, “unclean 
spirits”. Where the man had laid his 
hat on my bed there was a mark made 
by a substance that looked like puss 
and blood. An evil odor seemed to pol- 
lute the air. I was forced to move into 
another room in the hotel. For two 
weeks afterwards I sensed the presence 
of this evil being, which seemed io 
pursue me and which departed only 
after earnest prayer for deliverance 
and protection. The horrors of this 
experience still linger with me. 


“Spiritual Wickedness in High Places” 


There are other demons who pose as 
angels of light. In Chicago, there is 
the so-called “Tribunal Radio Station”. 
This “station” is a group of spiritists 
(they reject that name, however,) 
conducted. by one H. Baker, “reporter 
and vender of rare information”. 
These people claim to be in commu- 
nication with the “Logos Observatory”, 
to which, it is claimed, “come daily 
from thirty to seventy High Astrals, 
moving scientific apparatus, spelling 
answers to questions asked on any 
subject.” 

These spirit beings presume to rate 
the merits of various religious groups, 
recommend the reading of books, give 
medical advice, and pretend to instruct 
inquirers in religion, philosophy and to 
unveil the future. 

According to their official organ of 
“Tribunal Union Telegraph Service”, 
of Sept 9, 1938, a High Astral spirit 
message was delivered to His. Excel- 
lency, the President of the United 
States, Washington, D. C. These mes- 
sages are da April 26, 1988, July 
10, 1933, and state in part. “The 
American Tribunal is for America’s 
brains! When you go among fools— 
you must act and talk like a fool, 
otherwise they will take you for a 
fool.” ‘Then follows a lengthy article 
on “Ways to Permanent Prosperity.” 


The High Astrals also presume on the 
President’s credulity, by recommend- 
ing certain army, navy. and cabinet 
officials. 





The papers which publish the ser- 
mons and doctrines of the High 
Astrals disregard the efficacy of the 
blood of Christ and spurn New Testa- 
ment ordinances. The burden of their 
“message” is “character salvation.” 
There can be no doubt as_ to these 
teachings being the doctrines of de- 
mons. 

The “messages” from the High As- 
trals prove conclusively that the High 
Astralism, which has become so popu- 
lar in America in recent years, is of 
demon origin. These are teachings of 
fallen spirit beings, which are contra- 
dicting the teachings of the New Tes- 
tament and aim to destroy faith in the 
Prophetic Word.

Communism

(Editor’s Note: The information contained 
in this arti was secured, a few weeks ago, 
by Mr. Smith while in Palestine. An early 


issue of the Defender will bring another similar 
discussion, by the same Writer, on the subject: 
“God’s Remnant From The Remnant.” 


WHEN I first caught sight of 

Haifa, I could hardly believe 
my eyes. Hundreds of 
new and modern buildings being 
constructed and equipped with 
electric lights. and refrigerators, 
baths, tile floors and all modern 
appliances was simply too much; 
I could hardly believe I was seeing 
Palestine! 


The old filthy streets and Arabic 
quarters are fast giving way to sani- 
tary conditions, with broad paved 
streets and boulevards. 


On the top of Mount Carmel stands 
the beautiful King Solomon Hotel, mod- 
ern in every respect, overlooking a 
beautiful plain lying westward between 
the Mount and the Mediterranean Sea. 





This historical mountain upon which 
Elijah called down fire, is fast being 
transformed into an elite residential sec- 
tion, for rich European Jews who are 
going to Palestine to profit from the 
“boom” which is now running almost 
the length and breadth of the Land. 

I was told that developments on this 
large scale had only been going on for 
about two years. It seemed incredible 
that so much could be accomplished in 
so short a time. The American or 
European visitor feels almost like he is 
walking down the streets of a Western 
city, with drug stores, department 
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stores, theaters showing filthy Ameri- 
can pictures, and the streets crowded 
ba automobiles made in the United 
tates, 


What is true of Haifa, is true only 
on a larger scale, in Jaffa and Tel-Aviv. 
The old city of Jerusalem, inside the 
wall, is oe untouched by the 
new developments, and retains its an- 
tiquity. It is still very unsanitary, with 
its unspeakable living quarters bazaar 
streets and shops; but outside the wall 
the gee es are startling. The 
King David Hotel and the new Y. M. C. 
A. buildings, of course, being the most 
elaborate; but a new post-office building 
is rising on the Jaffa Road, not far 
north of the Jaffa Gate, and hundreds 
of new buildings, department stores, 
garages, apartment houses and beau- 
tiful dwellings are strewn for miles 
north and west, also south and west 
from the old city, 


Motor bus lines, over paved highways 
connect Jerusalem with all the prin- 
cipal cities and places of interest in 
Palestine. Buses from Jerusalem to 
Jaffa and Tel-Aviv run every fifteen 
minutes and carry the passenger thirty- 
nine miles for thirty-five cents. Along 
this winding highway a new pipe line 
is now being installed, to bring water 
from Tel-Aviv to Jerusalem, which is 
expected to raise the water supply of 
the Holy City to adequacy, an advant- 
age it has never before enjoyed. 


Tel-Aviv, the new and marvel city of 
the Jews, stands as a monument, a city 
without walls, with a population of 
more than 120,000, exclusively Jewish. 
The buildings are more modern, if pos- 
sible, than in either Jerusalem or Haifa. 
The new Jewish colonies around Jaffa 
and Tel-Aviv are transforming the des- 
ert into a veritable “Garden of Eden”. 
The desert is being made to “Blossom 
as a Rose”. (Isa. 35:1) 


Colonies 


Through the Keren Hayesod, the 
channel by which the Zionists operate, 
more than $26,000,000 have been spent 
in developments during the past thir- 
teen years. Approximately half this 
amount came from the United States. 
In 1901 there were only seventeen Jew- 
ish settlements in all Palestine; in 1934 
there were more than one hundred and 
fifty. More than 100,000 Jews migrat- 
ed to Palestine in 1933 and 1934. 
Twenty-five per cent of the entire popu- 
lation of Palestine is now Jewish. I 
was told that the Jews entering Pales- 
tine in 1985 have numbered about 1,000 
per week, and would possibly total 60,- 
000 by the end of the present year. 

In 1917 there were 56,000 Jews in 
Palestine; now there are approximately 
350,000. In 1881 Jews owned 20,000 
dunams (5,000 acres) and in 1934 they 
owned 1,200,000 dunams. In 1913, 900,- 
000 boxes of oranges were shipped out 
of the country; in 1933-34 more than-5,- 


000,000 were shipped. All these devel 


opments sound great, and are certainly 
fulfilling the arg oe concerning the 
“remnant” of Jacob being re-established 
in the Land of Palestine but there is 
also a tragic side to all these facts and 
figures. 


Communism 


The vicious hand of Communism is 
etting a grip upon the Jewish life of 
alestine; this is particularly true in 
the surrounding colonies or settlements. 


According to figures furnished by 


_ Zionist organization. 


Keren Hayesod, which are official for 
Zionism, of the sixty-two Zionist set- 
tlements in Palestine in 1933, twenty- 
one were co-operatives, twenty-six 
small-holder settlements, nine assisted, 
five girl training farms and one ex- 
perimental station. 


These co-operative settlements are 
communal or Communistic by nature. 
They are based on the same principle as 
the collective settlements in Russia. 
The land is not owned by the men and 
women who farm it, but by either the 
sinister Rothschild interests or the 
Those who live 
in these communal colonies, get nothing 
for their labor except food and clothing, 
which in most cases, I was told, is very 
meager. Both Communism and Zion- 
ism being of Jewish origin, it is not 
to be wondered that we should find 
them frequently closely associated. 


The people in these colonies live in 
barracks and eat in one common “mess 
hall”, and in many cases the morals are 
deplorable. Hundreds of boys and girls 
from Eurone have been lured into these 
colonies by agencies painting a beauti- 
ful picture to them of how they could 
help build and restore their country to 
a “place in the sun”. When these boys 
and girls are once brought into these 
colonies, they become virtual slaves and 
under these conditions, morals drop. 
Marriage is almost ynknown, yet there 
are many children born in these bar- 
racks and are immediately placed in an 
institution whose duty it is to care for 
and rear them. Pure Communism! 


I understood from missionaries in the 
Holy Land, that often pone men and 
women escape from these communal 
colonies, and come into the cities com- 
pletely dis-illusioned, broken in body 
and spirit; with the feeling that they 


have been “duped” by the promoters 
of Zionism. They beg for anything to 
- do, to avoid returning to this filthy 
communal life. 


Of the sixty-two colonies in 1933, one 
third were communal. At the close of 
* 1934 the Keren Hayesod reported more 
than one hundred and fifty colonies in 
Palestine. If the same percentage of 
communal colonies remains, that means 
there are now more than fifty of these 
co-operative or Communistic colonies. 


Property 


As stated above, in 1881 all land 
owned by the Jews in Palestine totalled 
only 20,000 dunams, (about 5,000 acres) 
but all this was owned by individuals 
or privately. In December 1934 the 
Jews owned 1,200,000 dunams of land, 
but of this amount, the Rothschild in- 
terests (P. I. C. A.) owned 375,000 dun- 
ams and the Jewish National Fund, 
(Zionism) owned 342,000 dunams, which 
made a total of 717,000 dunams owned 
by these two concerns, while all indi- 
viduals owned only 483,000 dunams. 
These two agencies own approximately 
60 per cent of the land in Jewish pos-

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session in Palestine. 


On the “small-holder” communities, 
which number more than one third of 
the settlements, the family who settles 
and cultivates the land, can never own 
it in the sense that we own property in 
America. They can live on it, farm it 
and improve it, but it can never become 
their property. It can never be dis- 
posed of, but must remain a part of the 
“fund.” Jewish capital is now exploit- 
ing their “brethren”; and this is true 
to Israelitish history. 


Labor Conditions 


What is true in the colonies is true 
in the cities, so far as unjust labor con- 
ditions are concerned. I asked an elec- 
trician, as we sat together in a restau- 
rant in Tel-Aviv, what wages the la- 
borers were getting, and he replied that 
skilled labor, (such as_ electricians, 
plumbers, carpenters, etc.) were getting 
about thirty-five to forty paestas ie 
day; ($1.75 to $2.00) and that unskilled 
labor was getting fifteen to twenty 


paestas ($.75 to $1.00) per day. He 
said living costs were about the same in 
Tel-Aviv as in Chicago. He was from 
Chicago, and I asked if he was going to 
stay in Palestine, and he said he was 
returning to the United States. 


It is the same old story—powerful 
Jews without love, feeling or regard 
for the weaker members of their race. 


Schools 


The Jews have more than three hun- 
dred schools in Palestine, with an en- 
rollment of almost 33,000. Sixty-six 
per cent of these schools were estab- 
ished, and are operated by the Keren 
Hayesod, which means that Zionism 
controls them, and with the Communis- 
tic activities and Ideas of Zionism well 
known, no doubt these Jewish children 
will all be trained in the way of Com- 
munism, and the proposed economic and 
olitical “golden age” to be established 
y the Jews in Palestine will be of the 
Communistic type.

The Great Tribulation

<FrOR then shall be great tribu- 

lation, such as was not since 
the beginning of the world to this 
time, no, nor ever shall be.... 
And except those days should be 
shortened, there should no flesh 
be saved: but for the elect’s sake 
- those days shall be shortened”. 


This ese refers to a distinct 
0 


period history prophesied by Christ 
in that remarkable discourse, the 24th 
Chapter of Matthew, the events of 
which shall surround His second com- 
ing. 

Jesus called it “Great Tribulation”. 
Great because in no other period of 
history, from Eden to that time nor 
until the ushering in of the new heaven 
and the new earth, shall there be any- 
thing to equal it in point of suffering, 
— and retribution on the 
earth. 


This same term is used in Revelation 
7:14, and in the original Greek reads, 
“The Great Tribulation”. I have 
emphasized the article “the” because 
it is there, and distinguishes this period 
from all other “tribulations” visited 
the world. 
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I. WHY I BELIEVE IN THE 
TRIBULATION 


I believe in the Great Tribulation, 
first because it is Biblical. Much 
prophecy in the Old Testament regard- 
ing the Second Coming has reference 
to this period. Daniel calls it, “the tinie 
of Jacob’s trouble.” He also agrees 
with the words of Christ, in our text, 
when he says in Daniel 12:1, “And 
there shall be a time of trouble, such 
as never was since there was a nation 
even to that same time.” 


Joel refers to it in the following 
words: “The day of the Lord cometh, 
for it is at hand: a day of darkness 
and of gloominess,” “there hath not 
been ever the like, neither shall be any 
more after it, even to the years of 
many generations”. Jeremiah also 
speaks of it, “Alas! for that day is 
great, so that none is like it.” 


_If you wish to see an enlarged 
picture of this terrible period, read 
from the sixth to the nineteenth chap- 
ters of Revelation. 


2. In the second place, I believe in 
the fact of the Great Tribulation be- 
cause every tribulation period foretold 
in the past, has been fulfilled to the 
letter, and God’s Word can not and will 
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not be broken in this circumstance. 


The Flood was predicted, and it 
came. The destruction of Sodom was 
predicted, and it took place. Plagues 
were predicted to come upon Egypt, 
and they came. Who has the authority 
to say that this greatest of all tribu- 
lations will not be fulfilled just as the 
prophecies declare? 


3. Again, I believe in the Great Tri- 
bulation because tribulation is inevit- 
able! The world has ignored God’s will. 
Judgment follows sin as night fol- 
lows day. What do I mean by that? 
Simply this, at the rate the world is 
going now and has been going the past 
two decades, it will bring on the Tribu- 
lation of its own accord. The world’s 
suffering will follow automatically. 

What else could one expect when we 
consider our increasing Godlessness, 
crime waves, apostasy, lowered 
standards of morality, skepticism 
rampant in schools and churches, the 
organization of Damned Souls Societies 
in colleges, the American Association 
for the Advancement of Atheism gain- 
ing ground and Atheistic Communism 
and Godless Fascism spreading like 
wild fire? The Nations have sown their 
“wild oats”. They may as well recon- 
cile themselves to the coming harvest. 


II. THE TIME OR LOCATION OF 
THE GREAT TRIBULATION 


The Great Tribulation proper will 
take place immediately following the 
Rapture of the Saints. But there will 
be constant and ever increasing suffer- 
ing leading up to the final climax of 
horror. The saints will get a taste of 
what is coming before their deliver- 
ance. 

Daniel’s “seventieth week”, detached 
from the previous “sixty-nine” which 
have already been fulfilled, represents 
the last seven-year period of the age. 

Bear in mind also that there are 
seven Church ages outlined in the 
seven Church letters which Christ had 
John send to the Churches of Asia 
Minor. The seventh, or last church age, 
is Laodicea. 

Daniel’s seventieth week laps back 
into this Laodicean Church age, and 
the Church age laps over into the 
Great Tribulation. 

I have placed it thus for it would 
seem as though the saints will ex- 
perience what Jesus calls, “the begin- 
ning of sorrows” and this “beginning 
of sorrows” may be the very first part 
of the Tribulation period. 

Why should the Church remain to 
see this beginning of sorrows? To pre- 
pare the saints fully for the Rapture.

‘¢ TESUS Christ, who is the 
faithful witness”’. 


The Apostle Paul told Timothy 
that “in the t days perilous 
times shall come”. 


One of the greatest of the predicted 
perils is false witnesses, both in the 
professing church and out of the 
church. .* our civil courts the man 
who withholds evidence which is due 
the State for the protection of human 
society, or particularly who bears false 
witness, is a traitor to his country and 
Benedict Arnold beaten a thousand 
miles. 


Judas Iscariot betrayed his Lord for 
thirty pieces of silver. There are oth- 
er kinds of false witnesses who would 
betray their nation for a quart of rot- 
ten liquor, and then not have the de- 
cency to go and hang themselves as 
Judas did. 

But we have false witnesses in the 
professing church; men who are betray- 
ing their Lord every day by hag i 
His virgin birth, His deity, His blo 
atonement, His resurrection, His sec- 
ond coming, and other fundamental 
doctrines. ey are putting the Son of 
God to an open shame. “Raging waves 
of the wave a - coud able 
shame; wandering stars whom is re- 
served the blackness of darkness for- 
ever”. (Jude 18). , 


All the world is agreed that Jesus 
Christ is the wisest and best Man Who 
ever lived. The cowardly Roman gov- 
ernor who tried Him said, “I in 
Him no fault at all”. Renan and Vol- 
taire, the famous French infidels, said 
He was the purest and best Man the 
world has ever known. Tom Paine 
and Bob Ingersoll, America’s brightest 
infidels, with all their horrid blas- 
phemy, never spoke a word against the 
character of Jesus Christ. 


It remained for some of the so-called 
leaders of the church of the present 
day, some of the so-called shinin 
lights in our higher institutions o 
learning, to do Jesus Christ more real 
harm than Judas Iscariot, or Pontius 
Pilate, or Renan, or Voltaire, or Tom 
Paine, or Bob Ingersoll.

First: What is the testimony of Jesus 
Christ as to God?

In their vain conceit they think to 
cast down the God of our fathers and to 
set up and to honor “the god of forces”. 
God with them, and with their votaries, 
is no longer “Our Father in heaven”, 
in whose image we were made, but he 
(or it) is a great “cosmic force”, start- 
ing with protoplasm and evolving into 
animals and men and finally “super 
men”. A few years ago I heard Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan say that this false 
view of God is the most dangerous er- 
ror sweeping over the world today. 


Now hear the testimony of “Jesus 
Christ, the faithful witness” as to God. 
He says God is our Father, our Creator, 
Preserver and Redeemer, a personal 
aly Being. He says God loves us. 

ow could a “cosmic force” love? He 
says: “God so loved the world, that He 
gave His only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in Him should not per- 
ish, but have everlasting life”. 


He says God is interested in us and 
takes notice of all we do, and strives, 
Lf His Spirit, to inspire us to do right. 

e says, not a sparrow falls to the 
ground without our Father in heaven 
sees it. He says God takes such min- 
ute care of us that He has the hairs of 
our head all numbered. (Matt. 10:29- 
30). He says our Father knows what 
things we have need of before we ask 
Him. He wants to be prayed to, but 
it would be impossible to pray to “a 
great cosmic force”. 

Now you see that these two witness- 
es do not agree. Their nag gm A con- 
flicts. Whom are you going to believe? 
Will you believe the evolutionary scien- 
tist who has become “wise in his own 
conceit”, or Jesus Christ “the faithful 
witness”, Who even the evolutionary 
scientist admits is the wisest and best 
Man Who ever lived in the world? As 
for me, I choose to believe Christ and 
will continue to pray “Our Father 
which art in heaven”, 


As to the Bible 


Second: What is the testimony of 


Jesus Christ as to the Bible? 


Of course He only testified, while a 
Man here on the earth, to the Old Tes- 
tament. It was here then, essentially 
as we have it today. He read it in the 
synagogues, taught it to the people, 
and said it was so important that not 
“aq jot or tittle” of it should pass away 
till all be fulfilled. (Matt. 5:18). 


Some of our self-styled, learned lead- 


ers tell us that the Old Testament 
Scriptures are just the “folk lore” of 
the Jews, but little better than the 
“folk lore” of any other nation. “In- 
spired?”, you ask them. They answer, 
“Yes, inspired like Shakespeare’s writ- 
ings are inspired, like ton’s Para- 
dise Lost is inspired’. Thus these so- 
called “intellectuals” fut Shakespeare 
and Paradise Lost, and the Bible, all in 
the same class. 


But Jesus Christ, the faithful wit- 
ness, did not do this. The Iliad and the 
Odyssey by Homer, just as at as 
Shakespeare and Paradise Lost, from a 
literary standpoint, were in existence 
when Christ was on the earth. I do not 
know if He ever read them. He could 
have done so. Certainly He did not put 
them in the same class as the Bible. 
A faithful witness could not do that. 
A witness who does that today is a 
lying witness. 


Jesus Christ appealed to the Bible 
constantly as the authoritative Word of 
God, the words of the Holy Spirit, thus 
endorsing the doctrine of verbal in- 
spiration. He spoke of the Bible as an 
infallible rule of faith and life. He said 
it was sufficient for our salvation. He 
said, “If they hear not Moses and the 
prophets, neither will they be persuad- 
ed, though one rose from the dead”. 


He hurled defiance at the so-called 
scholarly leaders of His day -who sub- 
stituted the traditions of men for the 
commandments of God contained in the 
Scriptures. He even rebuked His own 
disciples and called them “fools and 
sloW of heart to believe”, because they 
failed to see that in His life and death, 
and resurrection, He was just fulfil 
what had been written about Him hun- 
dreds of years before in Moses and the 
prophets. “ at Moses and 
the ra. @ expounded unto them 
in all the scriptures the concern- 
ing Himself”, (Luke 24:25-27). 

Again I ask whose testimony will you 
accept, that of self-styled scholars, who 
do not know a tithe of what they pro- 
fess to know, and try to make you 
lieve they know, or that of Jesus- 
Christ the faithful witness? You must 


choose! 
As to Himself 


Third: What is the testimony of 
Jesus Christ as to Himself? 

Some of the “scholarly” crowd—I 
mean the group that attempt to mon- 
opolize that term, as if it should be 
applied only to themselves—would place

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Jesus in the same class with Confucius, 
or Buddha, or Zoroaster, or Mohammed. 
These scholars admit however that 
Jesus is the greatest and best and wis- 
est of all religious teachers. They say 
His Sermon on the Mount is incompar- 
able as a moral code, and that His 
teachings in general are profoundly wise 
and good. In short they say He is the 
wisest and best Man the world ever 
produced, (Only the world did not pro- 
duce Him; He produced the world.) 

So far they are right. And now I 
invite your attention to what the wis- 
est and best man “the world ever pro- 
duced” said about Himself. Surely He 
is in a position to testify about Him- 
self. For nearly two thousand years 
He has been on trial, and even in our 
criminal courts we allow people who 
are on trial to testify on their own be- 
half. 

Humbly and reverently we ask you, 
Lord Jesus, to take the witness stand: 
Question: “Who are you, Jesus?” 

Answer: “I am the only begotten Son 
of God (John, 3:16) and the Son of 
Man.” (Luke 6:5). 

Question: “Where do you live, Je- 
sus?” 

Answer: “In heaven, at the right 
hand of the Father. The Father and I 
are one.” ° 

Question: “Why did you leave such 
a home and come to this sin-cursed 
world, Jesus?” 

Answer: “I came to seek and to save 
that which was lost.” 

Question: “Did not your Father ob- 
ject to your coming, Jesus?” 

Answer: “God so loved the world that 
He gave His only begotten Son that 
whosoever believeth in Him should not 
perish but have everlasting life”.

and will have faces as men, hair like 
women, teeth like lions, tails like 
scorpions, and when they fly their 
wings will sound like the noise of 
many chariots. They will be allowed to 
hurt men for a period of five months. 
There will be a king or general over 
them to direct them. In those days men 
will want to die, but death will flee 
from them. 

Then in the sixteenth chapter of 
Revelation, there are described seven 
terrible plagues when the seven Vials 
of God’s wrath will be emptied upon 
the earth. 


With the first Vial there comes a 
noisome and_ grievous. sore, like 
leprosy, upon those who have the mark 
of the Beast. Then in the sea and the 
rivers there will be a chemical change 
turning the water into blood. After this 
the heat of the Sun will be intensified, 
made scorchingly hot, until the wicked 
will be burned with great heat, but 
they will blaspheme all the more and 
~, refuse to repent of. their wicked 

eeds. : 


Finally the seventh angel will pour 
out his Vial and a great world-wide 
earthquake will come “such as was not 
since men were upon the earth”, at 
which time “the cities of the nations” 
will fall. You notice it is “cities”, 
plural, of the “nations”, plural. That 
would include London, Berlin, Paris, 
Rome, Tokyo, Shanghai, San 
Francisco, Chicago, New York, Phila- 
delphia, Seattle, Los Angeles, Kansas 
City and all the rest of the great 
centers of population. 


To climax it all, great hailstones 
will fall, each stone weighing about a 
talent. Go to your Bible dictionaries 
and you will find that a talent is nearly 
a hundred pounds. In the Old Testa- 
ment, blasphemers were to be stoned 
to death. In the Great Tribulation, 
stones from the atmospheric regions 
will fall upon the blasphemers, crash- 
ing through their houses, beating over 
walls, staving in ships, and reeking 
death and destruction in general. But 
will even this make men repent? Ap- 
parently not in the cases of many, for 
the record says, men will “blaspheme 
God for the plague of the hail.” 


IV. ARE THE GREAT TRIBULA- 
TION PLAGUES LITERAL? 


Some of the things written in Reve- 
lation are no doubt symbolic, but I am 
persuaded that much will be literally 
fulfilled as recorded. Some one asks, 
How could that be? Is it reasonable? 


I answer, just as reasonable as were 
the plagues on Egypt. The River Nile 
was turned into blood for seven days 
and even water in the vessels in Egypt 
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were turned into blood. In fact, you 
will find quite a comparison between 
the plagues that came on Egypt, ‘and 
those which are to visit the world dur- 
ing the Great Tribulation. 

In Egypt. the lice, frogs, locusts, 
hail, blood and death to the first-born 
were all literal. 

The Great Tribulation will be just as 
real as was the tribulation of fire on 
Sodom, and of water that came on the 
living creatyres in Noah’s day. Lot 
escaped the brimstone. Noah escaped 
the flood. The Church will escape the 
Tribulation. 


Vv. WILL PEOPLE BE SAVED DUR- 
ING THE TRIBULATION? 


Now this is a question which is ans- 
wered affirmatively; some will disa- 
gree, but I maintain that so long as

men exist on earth, if they have not 
crossed the dead line and sinned a- 
gainst the Holy Ghost, it will be possi- 
ble for them to find salvation by meet- 
ing the conditions of repentance and 
faith in Christ. 

No one/has the authority to say 
otherwise. If people are dwelling on 
the earth after the Rapture and dur- 
ing the Tribulation, (and the Bible 
teaches they will) then I believe a 
righteous and compassionate God will 
have mercy if they call upon Him. The 
following are my reasons for this as- 
sertion: 

1. There will be nations and peoples 
in the world during the Great Tribula- 
tion while the saints are in the New 
Jerusalem above the earth, with Christ 
at the Marriage of the Lamb. This Is 
proven by the whole tenor of Scripture 
in Revelation and other instances de- 
scribing the Tribulation. One of the 
strongest proofs is found in Revela- 
tion, the nineteenth chapter, where 
Christ and His saints meet the assem- 
bled armies of the nations with the 
—— at the battle of Armaged- 
on. 

This, you will note, takes place im- 
mediately following the Marriage of 
the Lamb and upon the arrival of the 
heavenly procession as it moves down 
toward the earth. And if there are 
nations, and people here, then there is 
a chance for their salvation under cer- 
tain conditions. 

2. That people will have an oppor- 
tunity of being converted during the 
Great Tribulation is proven, in the 
second place, from the fact that many 
saints and redeemed are said to be on 
earth at that time. The Beast, we are 
told, “makes war on the saints”. These 
are called “Tribulation saints” who 
will be saved during that period, after 
the Rapture. (It may be well to in- 
sert here that “The Tribulation saints” 
will be raptured out of the Great Tri- 
bulation before Christ returns to earth, 
as a study of Revelation 20:4-6 clearly 
infers.) 

g. It is proven, in the third place, 
from the fact that messengers will be 
sent to preach to the people during 
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the Great Tribulation. Among them 
are the “two witnesses” of Revelation 
11:3-18, who many Bible scholars be- 
lieve will be Moses and Elijah because 
these two were on the mount of trans- 
figuration with Christ, an experience 
which was Christ’s return in minia- 
ture, or a rehearsal, as it were. 


Another thing that makes us feel 
they will be Moses and Elijah is be- 
cause one will have power to stop the 
heavens and the other will turn the 
waters into blood. Moses did the lat- 
ter, and Elijah did the former, by di- 
vine interposition in Old Testament 
times. Although it is recorded the peo- 
ple will rebel against the ministries or 
judgments the two bring, yet they are 
present on earth to witness. If Moses 
and Elijah preach, they will be sure to 
make converts. 

And finally an angel will come “hav- 
ing the everlasting gospel to preach 
unto them that dwell! on the earth, and 
to every nation, and kindred, and every 
tongue, and people”. Think what that 
will mean! An angel with no physical 
limitations like we mortals have, will 
visit the four corners of the eartn 
preaching the Everlasting Gospel. 
Think of the volume of his voice! Think 
of the speed with which he will travel! 
Think of the eloquence and effective- 
ness of his message! Think with what 
awe the people will listen as they view 
his shining person. Like Jonah’s 
preaching in Nineveh, it will no doubt 
be effective. 

This angel will visit “‘every nation 
and kindred and tongue”, saying, “with 
a loud voice, Fear God, and give glory 


to Him; for the hour of His judgment’ 


is come: and worship Him that made 
heaven, and earth, and the sea, and the 
fountains of waters”. 

Two other angels follow shortly 
after this first angel, one of whom will 
announce the fall of Babylon and the 
third will warn of the dire con- 
sequences to those who worship the 
Beast, and his image, and receive his 
mark. 

4. That people will be saved in the 
Tribulation Period, is further proven 
by the numbers of the redeemed that 
John looked ahead and saw. First he 
saw one hundred forty-four thousand 
converted Jews, twelve thousand out of 
each tribe, sealed of God, having the 
Father’s name in their foreheads and 
given white robes. (Revelation 7:1-8; 
14:1). Four angels are told to hurt not 
the earth or sea nor the trees until 
these one hundred forty-four thousand 
servants of God are sealed. Evidently 
this will take place at the beginning of 
the Great Tribulation before the 
plagues come. 

But notice: In chapter seven, verses 
nine to fourteen, of Revelation, we are 
told of “a great multitude, which no 
man could number, of all nations, and 
kindreds, and people, and tongues,” 
clothed with white robes, crying: 
“Salvation to our God which sitteth 
upon the throne, and unto the Lamb.” 
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“Who are these people clothed in 
long white robes? And where have 
they come from?”—the question is 
asked of John. Here is the answer: 
These are they who have just come out 
of the Great Tribulation, and have 
washed their robes and made them 
white in the Blood of the Lamb. What 
Tribulation? “THE GREAT TRIBU- 
LATION” Article “the” is in the 
original Greek. Where and how were 
they saved? Doubtless under ° the 
preaching of the angel messengers and 
others sent to preach the Gospel of the 
Kingdom. 


God will thus make one more effort 
to save fallen human beings just be- 
fore Satan is cast into the bottomless 
pit and Christ returns to set up His 
Millennial reign.

IN a lovely Christian home re- 

cently I saw two ministers of 
the Gospel and the wife of a 
preacher enjoying a game of 
cards! All were smiling, laughing, 
relaxing—having “a good time”! 


This scene reminded me of what I 
had just read in the daily press that 
day, “boxed”, and on the front page, 
about a social “butterfly” who had won 
a game of “contract bridge” (whatever 
that means!) with “thirteen diamonds” 
in her “hand”, all of which meant noth- 
ing at all to me, yet it was recited and 
regaled as 2 great event in the “bridge” 
world. 


Then my mind ran back to my daily 
annoyance for years asI have stumbled 
constantly on to“Culbertson’s Lessons 
in Bridge”, while reading the news. 

Next my mind jumped back many 
years to the time when our children were 
young and many, and we lived on a 
ranch in New Mexico, and they grew 
lonesome on long Sunday afternoons, as 
companions were few and far between. 


As a panacea for this painful social 
lack I devised a set of Bible cards, 60 
cards, each bearing four verses of 
Scripture. This new game was built 
on the order of the popular game 
of “Authors”. Well, it worked! Our 
children sat for hours playing it. Be- 
ing 2 Bible game it was allowed to be 
played on Sunday. I played with the 
children. It was not a game about the 
Bible—it was the Bible, in part. Sixty 
choice verses were woven into a fascin- 
ating game. 


While the rules did not call for mem- 
orizing, whoever knew the verses call- 
ed for and repeated them correctly, kept 
those cards, thus breaking into the 
other player’s “Topic”, or “book”, as it 
is called in “Authors”. Thus a premi- 
um was placed upon memorizing the 
verses, and just where they were found, 
(as the calling was by books, chapters 
and verses), while the game was pro- 

' ceeding, and in order to win. , 


A Chicago religious publisher took 
over the game and sold it around the 
world! Other games followed, until 
there were abeut half a dozen all built 
on the Bible. The familiar old friends, 
like checker boards and dominoes, had 
their faces washed and altogether 
changed! There were 32 striking vers- 
es placed in the 32 vacant squares of 


the former, and all spots removed from : 


the latter, and well selected Scripture 
verses placed on the new face dominoes. 
The matching was by number, from one 
to seven—the Bible number for com- 
pleteness. ‘ 


Then, in arranging other games, my 
mind ran to Holy Writ, recalling such 
passages as King Saul’s injunction, 
“Provide me a man that can play skil-

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fully, and bring him to me” (1 Sam. 
16:17); “Play skilfully with a loud 
noise” (Psa. 33:8); “a child shall play” 
(Isa. 11:8). Then came a line of “rest” 
passages—rest for God’s people—like 
“a Sabbath of rest” (Exodus 31:15); 
“I will give you rest” (Exodus 33:14); 
David planned to build “a house of 
rest”, a Church, the Temple (1 Chron. 
28:2); Jesus so sweetly said, “I will 
give you rest” (Matt. 11:28); Then 
Jesus described evil spirits as “seeking 
rest”, but finding none (Matt. 12:43). 
Paul cheers us with the assurance 
“There remaineth a test to the people 
of God”—future rest with our Lord! 
(Heb. 4:11). The Psalmist puts it: 
“Rest in the Lord” (Psa. 37:7), while 
Isaiah tells us, “Ye may cause the 
weary to rest” (Isa. 28:12). Even dis- 
embodied spirits are called upon to “rest 
for a season”! (Rev. 6:11), and the 
dead are said to “rest from their la- 
bors” (Rev. 14:18). 


Then I asked myself the question: 
Has the Church of Jesus Christ done 
its duty in providing sufficient play- 
life and rest-seasons for the children 
and young people—even for our older 
folk? On a certain train recently I 
saw children and adults playing the 
wicked spotted cards, and I wondered 


if it was due only to having nothing . 


better, provided by those who claim to 
have something better than anything 
the world possesses. 


All over the nation card-playing and 
dancing have taken on new life and 
vigor. For the people are tired, wor- 
ried, vexed. They would forget their 
annoyances for a moment, at least. 
They would relax. They want to laugh.

The game that we preachers and the 
the preacher’s wife were playing that 
night, and which we so much enjoyed, 
was -“Bible Topic Cards”, the very 
game made for the children on the 
Mexico ranch. We had more pleasure 
than do the “bridge” players, for we 
added profit to pleasure as we learned 
something well worthwhile—the Word 
of God, by which we are to have our 
lives judged one of these days. 


Being the father of a dozen children, 
and known over the nation for many 
years as “The Children’s Evangelist”, 
I feel that I am duly warranted in 
urging pastors, parents, Sunday School 
teachers and all who touch intimately 
young life, to make sure that ample 
recreation is provided that will HOLD 
the young to the Church, the Bible 
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and the Lord Himself.

'VER since the establishment of the 

Communist Regime in Soviet Rus- 
sia, the shores of the north western 
part of the United States have echoed 
with an insideous propaganda. Many 
Russians who had escaped from the op- 
pression of the old Czaristic regime, 
saw in the overthrow of the Romanoffs 
and the Red revolution the liberation of 
their beloved motherland. 

It was therefore not surprising that 
Communist agitators found many will- 
ing listeners there, who believed that 
all Soviet agitators were true apos- 
tles of liberty. 

Among this class of people was Alex- 
ander Evstifeef of Seattle, Washington, 
—the man without a country, day la- 
borer and sailor. When the opportun- 
ity —. itself to return to Rus- 
sia, he was glad to join his comrades 
of the proletariat persuasion. He be- 
lieved he would get into a “workers 
paradise”, where living conditions are 
pleasant and working conditions the 
best in the world. 

Disillusionment came soon after he 
reached Russian soil. He discovered 
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that he had been tr d by clever Sov- 
iet propaganda a that his beloved 
country had reverted to a barbarism 
the like of which had not been known in 
Russia since Ivan the Terrible. 

Although the Author must be classed 
as an uneducated man, he has neverthe- 
less succeeded in giving a true descrip- 
tion of actual living and working con- 
ditions in the Soviet Union. The trag- 
edy and despair of the Russian masses 
are further illustrated by crude, but 
impressive drawings, made by himself. 
He leaves no doubt about being thor- 
oughly cured of Bolshevism, and was 
happy for the opportunity to return to 
America. He is grateful for the asyl- 
um granted him in this Country by the 
immigration authorities. 

The book is full of pathos and will 
serve effectively as an eye-opener to 
those who, like this man, have become 
victims of the insidious Soviet propa- 
ganda carried on among the laboring 
classes of America.

EV. A. Sims has gone home. He 

left us on Wednesday, August 21st 
and was buried from the Peoples 
Church beside his wife in Mt. Pleas- 
ant Cemetery, Toronto, on Saturday,

Brother Sims would have been 84 
years of age in September. He was 
active to the very end and was only ill 
a week. He preached his last sermon 
less than two weeks before his depar- 
ture. It is impossible at this early date 
to express our feelings. We have been 
stunned and have not yet recovered 
from the blow. A great warrior has 
gone home. Earth is poorer but heav- 
en richer. God, we know, never makes 
a mistake. 

The name “A. Sims” is known a- 
round the world, not becavfse he has 
traveled extensively but because he 
has been writing for nearly half a cen- 
tury, and his books, pamphlets and 
tracts have had a world-wide circula- 
tion. 


His road was not an easy one. He 
knew what it was to be persecuted for 
his beliefs. He saw the truth concern- 
ing the Second Coming of Christ and 
preached it, but suffered as a result. 


His ministry has been most fruitful. 
No one who knew him will ever forget 
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his bright, happy, genial disposition. 
His great themes were Faith, Prayer 
and Prophecy. He wrote about prayer 
and he practiced what he proclaimed. 


He was converted some 66 years ago 
at the age of 18, and he preached the 
Gospel for approximately 65 years. 
His early work was among the primi- 
tive Methodists 6f England, the Coun- 
try of his birth. Later, he became 
associated with the Free Methodists or 
Canada, and during the past fifteen 
years, with our work here in Toronto. 


His wife went to be with the Lord 
thirteen months earlier. Her home- 
going was a blow to him, but he founa 
solace in his work.

One is his Life Story, a book 
which I urged him to write at the time 
of his illness last winter. We are hop- 
ing it will be completed and published, 
that the present generation may have 
the privilege of reading the testimony 
of one .of God’s choicest servants.

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The Ephrata Cloisters 


By Mrs. Byron H. Maybury, Ephrata, Pa. 





SITUATED in the southeastern 

part of Pennsylvania, just 
thirteen miles northeast of Lan- 
caster, is the little town of Ephra- 
ta around which centers some of 
the most important and interest- 
ing facts of early American his- 
tory. 

On the western side of the town 
across the Cocalico Creek, stand the 
Cloisters, a group of large steep-roofed 
houses, with tiny windows and low 
door-ways. The history of these quaint 
buildings have made Ephrata famous 
and furnish a most unique narrative. 


Came to America 


During the 17th Century and the be- 
ginning of the 18th, there was a great 
religious revival in the Lutheran and 
Reformed Churches of Germany and 
England out of which arose groups of 
people who believed in the simplicity of 
the Church and who formed a new sect 
known as the “First Day German Bap- 
tists” or Dunkers. Because of strict 
adherence to their com typ ideas, such 
as conscientious scruples against war, 
objection to union of Church and State 
in any form, and belief in the equalit 
of man, they were bitterly persecuted. 


Finally, many of the learned mem- 
bers of their sect emigrated to America. 
Among them was a young German by 
the name of Conrad Beissel, who was 
very diligent in his search of the Scri 
tures for the truth. He felt that the 
Seventh Day should be observed as the 
Sabbath Day, and forthwith betook 
himself to a cave where he ot agg study 
the Word of God more closely. Soon 
others, who felt as he did, followed him 
to his place of abode, and it was here 
that a new sect known as the Seventh 
Day Baptists was formed with Conrad 
Beissel as their Leader. re 


Two Hour Sermons 


The colony of adherents increased 
numerically and financially, so about 
the year 1740 two large buildings were 
erected, one for the men and one for 
the women. These buildings were put 
up with substantial timbers, with hand- 
carved doors, yet the appointments 
were of the strictest simplicity. 


The bedrooms were small, just large 
enough to contain a wooden bench which 
served as the bed with a wooden block 
for a pillow, a small closet, and an hour 
glass. On the first floor of the Saal 
or Sister’s Home is a chapel furnished 
with benches and tables in which their 
religious services, or love-feasts, were 
held. There is a large hour glass on 
the preacher’s stand that was often 
turned over twice before the sermon 
was ended. The men sat on one side 
of the chapel, and the women on the 
other, the seating arranged so that they 
faced each other. 
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Besides this main chapel room, there 
were separate chapels in each house 
where mid-night services were held. 

hey were allowed only two three-hour 
periods of rest, sleeping from 9 till 12, 
then arising for an hour’s service, and 
retiring to sleep from 1 till 4. The rest 
< the time was spent at work or devo- 
ion. 


Experts at Printing 


Because of their arduous labor, their 
strict economy and their gifted and 
learned leader, Peter Miller, who was 
appointed at the death of Conrad Beiz- 
sel, they were able to promulgate a 
growing and self-sustaining community. 

hey set up their own printing press, 
made their own paper, ink and 
type with which they produced some 
remarkable pieces of literature. One of 
their largest works, “Martyr’s Mirror” 
contained 1700 pages and took 18 men 
three years making the paper, printing 
and binding the edition.

ferent languages, printed 
copies out to the colonies which were 
composed of people of various nation- 
alities. This was considered a most 
worthy act of service to the nation be- 
cause at that strategic moment the peo- 
ple were given a document which they 
could read in their own language and 
which served as a common bond of 
unity.

Cared for Wounded 


Peter Miller was a close friend of 
George Washington often correspond- 
ing with him on matters concerning the 
War. So after the battle of Brandy- 
wine when the slain and wounded num- 
bered about 1,200 and they were forced 
to winter in Valley Forge, the great 
and kind-hearted General sent 500 of 
those sick and wounded soldiers to 
Ephrata to be cared for by the good 
and pious Peter Miller and his follow- 
ers. 


The Cloisters were turned into a hos- 
pital with the loyal sisters acting as 
the nurses. There was plenty of pro- 
visions in this center of thriftiness, con- 
sequently, the greater portion of the

men recovered. However, owing to the 
nature of their illness and the long hard 
journey to Ephrata, about 200 of them 
died and were buried on Mt. Zion close 
by. A beautiful monument furnished 
by the State has been erected on the 
site, and bears this inscription: 


“Sacred ‘to the memory of the patri- 
otic soldiers of the American Revolu- 
tion, who fought in the battle of Bran- 
dywine, September 11, 1777, A.D. 
About 500 of the sick and wounded 
were brought to Ephrata for treatment. 
Several hundred died and were buried 
in this consecrated und. Dulce et 
decorum est pro patria mori’.

Masters in Music 

Too much cannot be said of their 
musical accomplishments. We quote 
from one author: “Beissel was a first 
rate musician and composer. He wrote 
an essay on music as a preface to the 
‘Turtle Taube’ in 1747. In composing 
sacred music, he took his style from 
the music of nature, and the whole, 
comprising large volumes, founded on 
the tones of the Aeolian ha the sing- 
ing is the Aeolian harp harmonized. 
Their singing so charmed the commis- 
sioners who were sent to visit the So- 
ciety by the English Government, after 
the French and Indian War (1756) that 
they requested a copy to be sent to the 
Royal wow d in England, which was 
complied with. 

“They had nearly 250 pieces of music, 
a piece being composed for every hymn. 
Many of these hymns with their ac- 
companying music were transcribed in- 
to music books by the sisters, with a 
skill and finish much more resembling 
the manuscript work of the old Euro- 
pean Monasteries than anything else.” 


Another writer says: “It will hardly 
be denied that, at the middle of the 
18th Century there was more classical 
learning in the monastery at Ephrata 
than in all the rest of the community.”

day School in 1870. While the Cloisters 
were occupied by the wounded soldiers 
during the Revolutionary War, the Sun- 
day School was abandoned and never 
afterwards resumed. 


This remarkable data, with much 
more besides, can be found in the old 
chronicies which were conscientiously 
kept by the Sisterhood. 


Just recently the Governor of Penn- 
sylvania signed an appropriation of 
$10,000 for the restoration and pre- 
servation of the Ephrata Cloisters, and 
well it is that we should labor to keep 
alive the Tr of these God-fearing 
loyal folk who have done so much in 
their unique and humble way to give to 
our nation an example of unselfish, 
Christian service, literature and art.

“y x it never be forgotten—the long 

memory of black Africa never for- 
gets and never forgives injury and in- 
justice.” 

This sentence fell like a pall one day 
last month from the lips of Charles Te 
Water, delegate from the Union of 
South Africa to the League of Nations 
at Geneva. The well known African 
statesman, thereby served notice on 
the nations of the world that Mussoli- 
ni’s aggressive attitude against the 
Ethiopians was an injustice which time 
would never be able to erase. 


Some of the world’s greatest think- 
ers believe it will only be a matter of 
a few years until a great struggle be- 
tween whites and blacks will take 
place. The color line is being sharply 
drawn. The only hope of keeping such 
a bloody chapter of history from being 
written is by quickly pouring the heal- 
ing oil of the Gospel into the angry 
wounds which wicked white men have 
inflicted upon the people of Africa. 


There are only two African coun- 
tries which have independent govern- 
ments free from the rule of white na- 
tions—Ethiopia and Liberia. 

During the last few years the De- 
fenders Movement has been able to 
render a genuine Christian service by 
launching a far-reaching evangelistic 
and missionary program in Liberia. 

Our work is being carried among the 
Kroo tribes under the direction of 
Paul Revere, a converted and carefully 
trained Native, who spent several years 
in the United States acquiring a Chris- 
tian. education. 

In a letter just received from real, 





written at an interior point near Gran 
Killah, he tells_of a native church 
which has been built by new converts. 
According to his report, 150 people at- 
tended the dedication service. It is sit- 
uated in a jungle area where the Gospel 
of Jesus Christ had never before been 
preached until our missionary went 
there. He tells how representatives 
came from other Defenders Churches 
to the dedication service. Four of 
these centers which sent representa- 
tives .were Manneh, Sanquin, Tarsue, 
and Wissehpo. 

Paul says: “My people are hungry 
for the Gospel. It seems that they 
have been forgotten, but I know that 
God loves them. My helpers and I are 
reaching people who have never before 
heard that God sent His Son into the 
world to die for them.... I have re- 
ceived several pathetic letters from 
Christian brethren in Sione in which 
they have repeatedly plead with me to 
send them a teacher. Now, I am glad 
to report that Brother Davis Weah, 
who was lately ordained a Defender 
preacher, has been designated to go 
and serve them.”

meeting in Phoenix where he had 
heard me say I was going to the Ari- 
zona State prison to preach the Gospel 
to Spanish-speaking convicts. 


“T would like to go with you” said 
he. “But the car is nearly loaded now”, 
I said, “and perhaps you can go when 
the Parole Board meets”. 


“But I want to go when I can give 
the boys my testimony” he said. Then 
of course, I made arrangements and 
Leandro went with us to our regular 
Gospel service in Florence Prison 
Chapel. 

The Warden, after looking at 
Leandro asked: “Isn’t this the boy that 
was here a year ago?” “Yes and no”, 
we replied, for Leandro is a “new 
creature in Christ Jesus”. Although it 
is customary not to allow former 
convicts go inside the wall, prison 
officials said they would make an ex- 
ception after hearing about the motive 
for this Yaqui’s visit. 


Once inside the Chapel, all the 
prisoners who came to the meeting 
looked on in wonder and amazement 
at this Yaqui who was joining hearti- 
ly in the singing of the hymns. Then 
to their astonishment, when the op- 
portunity came, the young man stood 
up, and facing those convicts, many of 
them criminals who knew him well, 
told what Christ had done for him. He 
testified to God’s power to save, to 
keep and to heal both body and soul. 
Others then took courage and also 
testified. 

Ordinarily a Yaqui Indian talks very 
little if at all, hut the Christian Yaqui 
invariably experiences a loosening of 
both mind and tongue so that he can 
speak for his Master. 


Such trophies of Grace as Leandro 
will no doubt serve to encourage De- 
fender Readers who are _ investing 
tithes and prayers in the Indian mis- 
sionary work.

Travels In Greece 





R. A. VELONIS, Superintendent of 
the Greek missionary work of the 
Defenders Movement, being a native 





of Greece, knows how to adapt the 
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Gospel to the people of his country. 


The Greek Orthodox Church is a co- 
mingling of ancient paganism and 
Christianity. Yet it dominates the re- 
ligious life of Greece. 


Christian churches are practically 
unknown in Greece. It is to be ques- 
tioned if in the entire Country there 
are more than one thousand Protes- 
tants. 


But out in the byways and hedges, 
on the highways and in the villages, 
Mr. Velonis travels continually, wit- 
nessing for his Master, with the result 
that many souls are being saved, who 
never betame identified with any defi- 
nite Christian organization, aside from 
their contact with the Defenders Move- 
ment. 


It is natural for the Greek to argue. 
His is essentially an argumentative 
type of mind. The following words 
from the 17th chapter of Acts are true 
to life today: “For all the Athenians 
and strangers which were there spent 
their time in nothing else, but either 
to tell, or to hear some new thing.” 


The quotation given below from a 
letter recently received from Mr. Ve- 
lonis will serve to illustrate the man- 
ner in which he is able to proclaim the 
Gospel in spite of the obstacles thrown 
in his path by Greek Orthodox priests: 


“While I was at Karadjova on vuly 
21, Sunday, I had a very interesting 
argument on the Plaza, in the Cafe, 
that made a great impression and 1 
was able to distribute about one hun- 
dred copies of the ‘Greek Defender 
magazine. I also had many private 
conversations with different persons 
and groups. 


“I had also such public debates in 
six other villages in my traveling over 
there, and I used, as always, a lan-

Missionary Principles 


By Oswald J. Smith, Pastor The Peo- 
ples Church, Toronto. 





A FTER visiting twenty-four differ- 

ent countries in Europe, Asia and 
America; after surveying and carefully 
studying missionary methods in various 
fields; after taking part in missionary 
conferences and conventions for years 
past; after conferring with leaders of 
many missionary societies; after ex- 
tensive reading, prayer and meditation, 
I have come to the following definite 
conclusions regarding missionary work: 


1. Our work must be Evangelical. 


There must be no Higher Criticism, 
no Modernism in our ranks. Every 


worker must stand four-square for the 


‘i s+ 
great fundamentals of the Faith. No 
missionary must be engaged who 
doubts the virgin birth, the deity of 
Christ, His vicarious death, salvation 
by faith, the need of regeneration, the 
inspiration of the Bible, the bodily re- 
surrection of Christ, and His Second 
Coming, etc. ‘Io support any other is 
nothing short of tragedy. A house di- 
vided against itself cannot stand. We 
must see to it that our money is not 
used to help the enemies of the Gospel. 


2. Our wotk must be Evangelistic. 


We are to evangelize the world. To 
Christianize the nations in this dispen- 
sation is impossible, since it is not 
God’s prophetic plan. Uur business is 
to cooperate with the Holy Spirit in 
the taking out of “a people tor His 
name”, 


Hence we are not to build hospitals 
or give ourselves over to medical work. 
We are not to erect schools and col- 
leges and spend our time educating the 
heathen. We are not to give ourselves 
to the social, political, or industrial 
betterment of the people. Nor are we 
to introduce our western civilization in 
an effort to change their manners and 
customs, 


All this is good, but it is only the by- 
product of Unristianity, and is first of 
all the business or the state. Our 
work is to preach the Gospel, and we 
must not be side-tracked. institution- 
al work puts the cart berore the horse. 
‘the Gospel must go first. Kaw savag- 
es can be saved. ignorant heathen 


can be transformed into saints. The . 


by-products will follow in due time, as 
needed. Let us put our money into 
the souls of men, rather than into 
bricks and mortar, and our investment 
wul stand forever. 


8. The chief work of the missionary 
must be the training of native Chris- 
tans. 


Never can we send out a sufficient 
number of foreign workers to occupy 
every village, town and city through- 
out the world. But we can, with a 
tew missionaries, train enough native 
workers to evangelize every nation. 
‘that was the policy of Jesus. He train- 
ed the twelve, then the seventy, and 
sent them forth. Let us follow His 
example. Let everyone or our mission- 
aries choose and train his twelve and 
his seventy. 


4. We should make it a rule to aim 
jor the largest centers of population. 


That was Paul’s method. He seldom 
went to the village; he went to the 
city. He never sought the back street; 
he. sought the well-known, centrally 
located synagogue. He struck for the 
market place where everybody congre- 
gated. Within a tew days or hours at 
the most, he had everyone talking. He 
planted the Gospel first of all in 
Ephesus, Corinth, Philippi, and Rome, 
all great world centers. And from 
these large cities it was sounded out 
to all the region round about. 


If we bury ourselves in the smaller 
villages and towns, we will make but 
little headway. We must go to the 
principal centers if the country at 
large is to hear our Message. To 
make an impression, we must strike at 
the chief citadel itself, and hammer 
loud enough to start an uproar. Then 


something will happen. Paul was 
spoken of as one who had “turned the 
In fact, if he 
didn’t have an uproar, he had but 
little to report. 
dynamite. Let us place it in the cen- 
ter of things where it will create the 
greatest possible commotion. 


5. We must 
unoccupied areas. 


concentrate on the 


If we want to bring back the King, 
if we want to hasten His Coming, we 
must take the Gospel to the last tribe, 
the last people, the last nation. We 
must go to “the regions beyond,” to the 
places where Christ has “not been 
named.” ‘That, too, was always Paul’s 
method. He did not enjoy building on 
another man’s toundation. The place of 
greatest need is always God’s place 
of greatest opportunity. Jesus never 
torgot the “other towns” and the 
“other sheep.” - 


6. In matters of finance—information, 
prayer and faith, 


Information results in inspiration. 
To withhold information regarding 
either the work or the needs, is to deny 
God’s people the spiritual blessing that 
would otherwise come to them. More- 
over, untoid thousands will never even 
hear ot the existence of many splendid 
efforts, unless large conventions and 
conterences are held to make the work 
known. Not only do missionary organi- 
zations need our help; we need the in- 
spiration and blessing that a knowl- 
edge of their work and needs provide. 


But then, besides telling the people, 
we must tell God. Prayer and missions 
go hand in hand. The greatest of all 
help in missionary work is that of 
intercession. We must advance on our 
knees. God has promised to .answer 
prayer. And if He does not, if we are 
torced to send short allowances, we 
should check up at once. Unless our 
policy works, it is useless. If we are 
going to trust God, we must really 
trust Him! 


7. We should never go into debt. 


“Owe no man anything”, is His 
Word. To disobey is to court disaster. 
We have no right to go forward until 
God supplies the funds. Let us get our 
prayers answered for the amount 
needed first, instead of forging ahead, 
and then looking for the money that 
does not come in. If God can provide 
for our needs after, He can just as 
easily do so before. George Muller 
spent only what God gave him; He 
prayed first for the money necessary 
and waited for God to answer that 
prayer before going ahead. And that 
is always a safe procedure. We have 
no right to incur debts for others to 
pay. Debt is a disgrace. It is dis- 
honouring to God. 


8 Our overhead must be kept low. 


One of the greatest criticisms of 
missionary work today is provoked by 
the amount used for home expenses. I 
would strongly advise every con-

Lesson for October 13th. 


The Story of Jeremiah 
Jer. 136-10; 26:8-15 











E Word of God either leads to re- 
pentance or awakens resentment. 
In this case, it awakened resentment. 
People frequently become angry when 
they get under conviction. The priests 
prow f the prophets were the leaders in 


’ opposition to the Word of God (ch. 23: 
- 11-15; Mat. 21:15; Acts 4:1-6; 5:17). 


Even today the bitterest opposition to 
God’s Word comes from some who are 
supposed to be accredited Ministers of 
the Gospel and from some theological 
professors. Seminaries are often cen- 
ters of blasphemy. 
History is repeating itself. Some 
ink it - sh new thing for eee 
religious ers to try to ge ’s 
ple to discredit and reject the Bible. 
0, it is a very old thing, centuries old. 


It is always the part of wisdom to 
listen to God, no matter how high a 
sition those who oppose it, occupy, or 
ow high a degree of “scholarship” they 


The persecution visited today upon 
the one who faithfully stands for the 
whole Word of God is not imprisonment 
or death, but the slanderous charge of 
“intolerance” and lack of scholarship. 


The people are usually willing to fol- 
low their spiritual leaders into error, 
and rejection of God’s Word (v. 9). 


Jeremiah had to stand alone. They 
declared Jeremiah worthy of death be- 
cause he prophesied against the city 
(v. 11); they did not inquire whether 
the prophecy was true or false. The 
man who declares unpleasant truth is 
considered an enemy, even though that 
which he declares is God’s own truth 
(cf. Matt. 26:66; Acts 22:22). 


The thing they should have done was 
to obey the voice of God, not to kill 
the prophet. 

When a man undertakes for God, he 
can rest assured of strength being 
vouchsafed him for his task. Though 
he be called upon to suffer, his mission 
is secured. e servant of God is not 
promised ease, or popularity, or worldly 
comfort. But he IS promised victory, 
and whether crowned or crownless when 
he falls, it matters not so that God’s 
work be done.

are not studying here the words 
of Jeremiah, but “the. word that 
came to Jeremiah FROM JEHOVAH.” It 





came TO “Jeremiah” but it came 
FROM “Jehovah.” It was not some- 
thing Jeremiah reasoned out, or that 
came from any “insight” of his own, 
born of his own experience; it was 
something he heard from another, from 


God, and told to the people, just as he 
was bidden to do. 


This may seem like a “mechanical 
theory of inspiration” (which some who 
have become befuddled by a man-made 
and shallow philosophy are®so afraid 
of), but it is the theory of inspiration 
plainly taught in the Bible (2 Pet. 1:20, 
21), and it is the only theory that will 
account for the facts as we have them 
in the Bible today. 


And it was not only “the concept” 
that came to Jeremiah, but the very 
“words” in which the concept was 
clothed. The only theory of inspiration 
that agrees with Jeremiah’s claims, and 
the claims of the Lord Jesus (Mat. 5:18; 
Jno. 14:10, 24; 17:8) is the theory of 
“verbal inspiration”. 


Instead of putting their trust in God’s 
true and sure Word, the people put 
their “trust in lying words.” ey 
have countless imitators of their folly 
in our own day, and many of them are 
even in our churches. Instead of ask- 


-ing, “What does God say?” they ask, 
“What does science say?” or “What- 


does the consensus of modern scholar- 
ship say?” or “What does this or that 
college professor (or brilliant popular 
preacher) say?”. 

The house dedicated to Jehovah had 
“become a den of robbers.” So it was 
still in our Lord’s day (Mat. 21:12, 18), 
and so many a professedly Christian 
church is today, with its disgusting 
commercialism, and carnivals and ba- 
zaars, etc., by which it tries to wheedle 
a little money out of unwilling purchas- 
ers who know what they buy is not 
worth what they pay.

BELSHAZZAR'’S FEAST 


(International Temperance 


Lesson) 
Dan. 5:17-28. 





RSE 17—He will not be muzzled 
by gifts from one to'whom he must 
declare the stern judgment of God. 
There is here a lesson for men today 
who are called to declare. the whole 
counsel of God. How many a modern 
preacher. hesitates to rebuke the sins 
of the men and women who contribute 
rary; fi toward his salary, and how of- 
ten Christians are forced to compro- 
mise the truth by asking the unsaved 
to contribute to the support of the 
church. 


If there is any lesson clearly taught, 
both in Scripture and in history, it is 
that swift ruin awaits the man whose 
“heart is lifted up” in pride (v. 
Prov. 16:5, 18; Dan. 4:37; Is. 14:12- 
Lu. 1:51,52; 18:14). 


Belshazzar’s stout-hearted pride was 
peculiarly unpardonable. e sinned 
against great light. The extent of 
man’s guilt is determined by the 
amount of light he sins against. But 
we have more light than even Belshaz- 
zar possessed. Who will measure our 
guilt if we do not humble our hearts?

Have we really done it? No civiliza- 
tion has ever survived a moral break 
own. 


Great indeed was his folly. His very 
breath, all his ways, were in God’s 
hands. God had the entire shaping of 
his destiny. His very life was at God's 
disposal, and yet Him had Belshazzar 
not glorified. What madness! Yes, 
but a madness that is being repeated 
every day in this land of Bible light. 
Our breath is in God’s hand (Ps. 104: 
29). In Him we live and move and 
have our being (Acts 17:25,28). Every 
detail of our temporal and eternal des- 
tiny is at His disposing (Prov. 20:24), 
and yet how many of us give Him 
scarcely a thought. 


All men are in God’s balances. He is 
weighing each of us day by day. How 
much do you think you weigh in God’s 
balances? One may weigh well in man’s 
balances, but go up in God’s (Ps. 62:9, 
R. V.; Luke 16:15). 


Belshazzar was not found wanting in 
man’s balances. But when God came to 
weigh him and mark him, the mark 
was “found: wanting.” 


Belshazzar’s kingdom was cursed 
with universal immorality. How about 
America today? Are we truly a moral 
people? “Righteousness exalteth a na- 
tion but sin is a reproach to any peo- 
ple.” We should read the handwriting 
on the wall and turn to God. 


Booze is back. A condition worse 
than that of the old saloon days is upon 
us. Our conscience, as a nation, needs 
to be stirred by a great revival.

) 2 Kings 25:1-12 i 


IHERE are five accounts in the Bible 

of the siege and fall of Jerusalem 
(cf. Jer. 39:52; Lam. 4; 2 Chron. 36: 
17-21). The siege lasted a year and 
six months lacking a day. 


At the outset of the siege, there ap- 
peared to be no likelihood that Jeru- 
salem would be taken (Lam. 4:12), but 
God predicted that it would, and His 
predictions are sure. * 


It was because of the sins of the 
prophets and priests and pene and the 
consequent anger of Jehovah against 
Jerusalem that it fell (Lam, 4:11,13). 
Jehovah had withdrawn His watch care 
(Ps. 127:1), and the people had put 
their trust in Egypt (Lam. 4:17). The 
true secret of a nation’s strength is its 
loyalty to 


Five distinct literal and exact fulfill- 
ments of a snd are found in this les- 
son: (1) Entrance of the princes of the 
king of Babylon into the city, and their 
setting up of their thrones in the mid- 
dle gate (Jer. 21:4; 1:15). (2) The 
manner of the flight of Zedekiah (Ez. 
12:12). (3) The capture of Zedekiah 
(Jer. 32:4-5). (4) That Zedekiah would 
be taken to Babylon and yet not see it 
(v. 7 with Ez. 12:13). (5) That the king 
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of Babylon would lead Zedekiah to Bab- 
ylon (Jer. 32:4-5; 34:3). Zedekiah’s 
eyes were put out after seeing the king 
but before reaching Babylon. 


They were carried into captivity. be- 
cause of their lack of knowledge con- 
sequent upon their not studying and 
heeding God’s Word (Is. 5:3). 


This uprooting of the people was not 
final, nor was the later uprooting 
final. There is to be another siege of 
Jerusalem when the Lord will appear to 
deliver them (Ze. 12:7,8; 14:2-4, 14- 
16). This later siege will terminate dif- 


ferently from the one here recorded 
because of the dependence of the people 
upon, and consequent help, of Jehovah; 
because Israel was some day to turn 
from her wicked ways and accept the 
true Messiah. 

Judah had long wandered from God, 
but in His long-suffering patience, He 
had delayed the day of doom (cf. 2 Pet. 
8:9; Eccles. 8:11). God’s judgments 
are none the less sure because so long 
delayed (2 Pet. 3:10), and are all the 
more terrific when they do come. 


Judgment always follows sin—wheth- 
er in individuals or nations.
